PROPOSITION 1: “Shall the City Code he 
amended to repeal City Ordinance No. 
20151217-075 relating to Transportation 
Network Companies; and replace with an 
ordinance that would repeal and prohibit 
required fingerprinting, repeal the require¬ 
ment to identify the vehicle with a distinc¬ 
tive emblem, repeal the prohibition against 
loading and unloading passengers in a 
travel lane, and require other regulations for 
Transportation Network Companies. ” 

First, defy the laws. Second, rewrite the 
laws. Finally, buy the elections. 

For all their claims of “innovation,” the 
“transportation network companies” - i.e., 
Uber and Lyft - are following a script that 
dates back at least to the era of the Robber 
Barons, most familiar in Texas as the pat¬ 
tern established by the owners of the hydro¬ 
carbon industries. At bottom, it is employ¬ 


ing overwhelming economic power to force 
elected officials and communities into sub¬ 
mission, the strategy now used by the TNCs 
- amateur taxi-for-hire services craftily 
rebranded as “ridesharers” - against local 
governments across Texas and the country. 

They began operating without adhering 
to existing Austin ordinances; they drafted 
and then accepted a temporary, pre-“pilot” 
ordinance they now insist was permanent; 
and they’re in the midst of the massive 
funding of a petition campaign and vote¬ 
buying, combined with threats of departure 
and extremely dishonest promotion and 
advertising to persuade Austin voters to 
confirm their domination. Despite all 
claims to the contrary, this campaign has 
little to do with “fingerprinting” (the public 
safety standard) and nothing at all to do 
with either libertarian principles or the 
“free market.” Uber and Lyft want a playing 
field heavily tilted to their advantage, so 
they can eliminate the local competition 
and monopolize the ride-hailing market - 
after which they will resume squeezing 
drivers and riders as they have persistently 
done elsewhere. 


We certainly understand the need to 
expand transit services of all kinds in 
Austin, and recognize that the traditional 
cab companies, with their ingrained resis¬ 
tance to change, are in part responsible for 
public pressure for more options. That con¬ 
servatism has also meant endangering the 
livelihoods of full-time professional, mostly 
minority drivers, who have seen their 
incomes undermined by the peak-time 
cherry-picking of part-time drivers looking 
to make a few extra bucks on the side. 

We believe ride-hailing is here to stay, 
although the exact shape it will take should be 
determined by the whole community in col¬ 
laboration with our elected officials. A vote 
against Prop. 1 will not “ban” Uber and Lyft; 
should they choose to leave, that will be short¬ 
sighted and self-defeating, but other compa¬ 
nies (likely to include a drivers’ co-op) will soon 
take their place. The May 7 election, against 
the staggering amount of money and disinfor¬ 
mation campaign of the TNCs, will be an 
uphill battle. But in the end, Austinites will 
either be governed by ourselves or by carpet¬ 
bagging billionaires. We urge our readers to 
defy their extortion and vote against Prop. 1. ■

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Let Us Pray and 
Play Guitar 


Back in the mid-Eighties when Michael 
Corcoran as the Chronicle’s regular music 
columnist owned Austin music writing, he 
was more interested in alienating as many 
musicians and readers as possible than he 
now is in accumulating clicks. God bless 
the thread of posts therein the tail that flies 
all current kites. Finally embracing film, as 
how could one not if trying to be culturally 
current in Austin today, he was once quite 
dismissive. Arguing that each night of live 
music was like a movie shown once that you 
could never see again. 

There is plenty of room in one’s life for 
both kinds of movies - in my life for all 
kinds of movies - but I always thought that 
was an unusually eloquent description. 

Had begun thinking of really transcen¬ 
dent music events in my life when recently 
the Austin History Center posted the Austin 
Music Network’s footage of Johnny Cash 
performing at Emo’s for SXSW in 1994. 

Not just a memorable show but a truly 
transformative experience. Looking to rein¬ 
vent himself, Cash collaborated with Rick 
Rubin for a new visionary but evolutionary 
sound. One of the places he chose to debut 
this was SXSW. It was truly a coming of age 
for the event. 

Brent Grulke had reached out to Eddie 
Vedder about something to do with SXSW. 
Much to his surprise Vedder responded. 
They had a long telephone chat. At the end 
Vedder asked Grulke if he could ask one 
question. “Of course,” Grulke responded. 

“Is it true Johnny Cash is playing at 
Emo’s?” 


Before the show I had dinner with Linda 
Parks and her friend Sylvia Reed, by then 
divorced from Lou. Afterward we went to 
Emo’s. Quite ironically in the club I ran into 
an unusually ebullient (perhaps a word 
never used in association with him) Sterling 
Morrison. Who blamed the failure of the 
Velvet Underground reunion on Lou and 
Sylvia. Didn’t mention I had just been with 
her. Ever since Ondine had stayed at our 
house while CinemaTexas showed Chelsea

Girls, Sterling had been so very friendly. 
Never friendlier than that night. He was so 
excited to be seeing Johnny Cash. And see¬ 
ing him in a small club. 

We had a wonderful chat. It was the last 
time I saw Sterling alive. 

To this day Roland Swenson, SXSW’s 
visionary managing director, reminds the 
staff many times before the event that 
SXSW is not for us. Our job is to make sure 
it runs as smoothly as possible, not to actu¬ 
ally attend SXSW events. At Emo’s much of 
the staff was there to hear Johnny Cash. I 
was. As was Roland. Johnny Cash was bril¬ 
liant. (Look it up on YouTube - “Johnny 
Cash Live at Emo’s, March 17, 1994.”) 


Why does a great performance provide 
such succor? What is its exact electricity? 
Why does it not just bathe but purify our 
souls in some Jungian ritual of history, 
community, and transcendence? 

The weight of knowing of the oppressed 
and persecuted around the world too often 
becomes almost overwhelming. The young 
are angry, as we were once young and angry. 
They lecture us as we once lectured our 
elders. They think not another minute can 
go by before these issues must be addressed. 

We were once so impatient. We waited for 
the great change. But the vision of the big 
revolution grew to seem silly. 

It wasn’t that the fire died. It just never 
raged as brightly as early on, reality chas¬ 
tened possibility. 

There is a struggle against darkness. 
There is a struggle toward light. It is a life¬ 
long struggle. It never gets easier. Nor does 
it end. At some point it stops getting harder. 
It becomes as breathing. 

I believe in basic human decency. In 


social and economic justice, in an empow¬ 
ered electorate. In expanding the vote not 
shrinking the vote. In a coming together 
not a breaking apart. 

The burning of the light against the dark¬ 
ness is often the simplicity of human grace. 
Johnny Cash’s voice coming from some¬ 
where deep inside, weathered by all belief. 

Too many people are trying so hard to 
take as much away from us as they can. 
Freedom, self-respect, electoral access, eco¬ 
nomic possibility, personal control. Often 
the ongoing drama of daily news makes it 
seem as though they are winning, that we 
are becoming less not more. 

There is an ongoing resistance, one more 
militant than ever. It is belief, human imag¬ 
ination, daring, and aesthetic ambition. The 
moments of human grace remind us: The 
revolution is ongoing, the revolution is 
daily. It is about making love and not mak¬ 
ing war. Music saves, theatre redeems, mov¬ 
ies help us make sense of our lives. 

Ethan Hawke told me about when he 
interviewed Roseanne Cash - she reminded 
him that for all the stories about Johnny’s 
wild living in the early days, mostly he read 
the Bible and played guitar. 

Every day we are the resistance. We must 
outperform the forces of darkness. With song, 
art, word, action, dance, hope, and passion. 

Let us pray and play guitar. ■

A Modest Proposal 

$2 MILLION BUYS A WHOLE LOT OF MISINFORMATION 


I suppose Austinites should feel some¬ 
what flattered that Uber and Lyft are will¬ 
ing to spend millions to impose themselves 
on the Austin transportation market, use 
the law to eliminate their competition, and 
- under the threat of ceas¬ 
ing operations - blackmail 
the voters into submis¬ 
sion. Some observers 
believe it’s an idle threat - 
that the exploding Austin 
market is too lucrative to 
abandon - but Uber and 
Lyft management have 
been ideologically com¬ 
mitted to treating local 
governments as a under¬ 
funded nuisance or intimi¬ 
dating them into acquies¬ 
cence. They just might believe it’s worth 
their while to trade the Austin prize for 
plenty of other jurisdictions that will learn 
the cost of defiance - outraged consumers 


whose desire for ride-hailing convenience 
outweighs any consideration of ceding local 
authority to absentee billionaires. 

Although the companies’ contribution 
and expenditure filings provide a base esti¬ 
mate of more than $2 mil¬ 
lion already invested in 
the petition drive and vot¬ 
ing campaign, we can’t be 
certain of exactly how 
much they’re spending 
because ancillary expens¬ 
es like discount rides and 
the in-car “Vote for Prop 1” 
campaign are apparently 
not included, and because 
the reporting period ended 
before the major spending 
began. The funding has 
been accumulated and spent through their 
transparent front group, Ridesharing Works 
for Austin, which still calls itself a “coali¬ 
tion” though it appears to have become a 


coalition of one. Early co-founders Austin 
Music People and ATX Safer Streets - 
whose participation was founded upon the 
utilitarian aspects of “ridesharing,” for driv¬ 
ers and riders - both bowed out in February, 
issuing anodyne statements that avoided 
any endorsement of the outcome of the May 
7 vote. (RWA’s “supporters” page currently 
features only former Mayor Lee Leffingwell, 
who’s on the payroll.) 

TEA AND SYMPATHY 

By contrast, the opponents of the Uber/ 
Lyft Prop. 1 initiative - most prominently 
Our City, Our Safety, Our Choice - feature 
plenty of bold-faced official names, and 
very little money, at least by contrast to the 
RWA filings. If Our City manages to raise its 
$100,000 goal, they’ll only be outspent at 
least 20 to 1. (Austin Unites, a much smaller 
opposition group, has raised about $1,600.) 
A day doesn’t pass that I don’t receive an 
RWA email or flier, view or hear an RWA 
media ad, or see a dozen or so RWA tweets 
in support of Prop. 1, all under the soothing 
slogan of “Keep Austin Moving Safely” I’m 
beginning to believe Uber and Lyft are not

really amateur taxi companies at all, rather 
sponsors of mobile philanthropists bearing 
chamomile and comforters. 

On Tuesday, several City Council mem¬ 
bers attempted to refute RWA’s persistent 
deception that the defeat of Prop. 1 would 
mean the end of driver background 
checks, or that the taxpayers (rather than 
industry fees) would be on the hook for 
any future checks (to include fingerprints, 
the public safety and industry standard). 
The council members pointed out that 
regulatory fees are built into the current 
ordinance (and that Prop. 1 would actually 
reduce the potential fees), and noted that 
the original, 2014 ordinance (that RWA 
now praises) was in fact a temporary, 
unfinished attempt to establish basic rules 
for two corporations that were flagrantly 
operating illegally. 

“Please don’t be misled by skewed TV 
commercials and a multi-million-dollar 
advertising budget,” urged Mayor Pro Tern 
Kathie Tovo, “from corporations that want 
to regulate themselves.” 

DEMOCRACY FOR SALE 

That, of course, is the bottom line - hav¬ 
ing first operated illegally, Uber and Lyft 
want the voters to adopt regs that effec¬ 
tively ratify their illegal operations, while 
providing a direct advantage against their 
competition (all other drivers-for-hire, who 
are accustomed to fingerprint require¬ 
ments). They are also reluctant to accept 
full liability for their drivers, whose private 
vehicle insurance is unlikely to be suffi¬ 
cient for the risks of acting as a common 
carrier (and for which professional drivers 
pay significant premiums). 

What a deal. They may well succeed - 
that $2 million-plus is nothing to sneeze at, 
and hundreds of sound-bite lies are very 
difficult to refute with explanatory press 
conferences or an occasional email. It also 
needs to be acknowledged that many thou¬ 
sands of petition-signers who can’t be both¬ 
ered to vote in actual city elections have 
been suddenly energized by the prospect 
of losing their ride-hailing app - even if 
that pitch came via Downtown bars also 
fearing liability, and promoting a third- 
party drunk shuttle under the shamelessly 
dishonest pitch of “the city wants to ban 
Uber and Lyft.” 

The Uber- and Lyft-Lords do understand 
that when the argument is between money 
and public principle, the safe bet is on the 
money. We should all be a little in awe of 
the amount of cash they’re willing to spend 
on a humble city proposition election, an 
unprecedented sum that makes the expen¬ 
sive 2014 mayoral campaign look like small 
beer indeed. If they win, well, they’ll pro¬ 
ceed to squeeze out the full-time cab driv¬ 
ers who have made an adequate if meager 
living in Austin’s cockamamie transit mar¬ 
ket, while their part-time amateurs jockey 
for “surge” pricing and chase a receding 
windfall. And we can all look in the mirror 
and ponder the loss of one more dollop of 
proud self-government. ■

But all is not peace and love on the Earth 
front, as the Austin Sierra Club announced 
with regrets last week that they’ve “chosen 
to remove ourselves from this year’s Earth 
Day Austin event ... because ... [t]his year, 
the event is owned by the “Earth Day 
Texas” brand, which is run by Trammell 
Crow Jr. ... who has a record of supporting

nizers of Earth Day Austin 
are longtime friends of the 
environment and Sierra Club, 
and they have been clear that 
no hate groups would be 
allowed to participate in the 
Austin event.”

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Will Austin Ever Get 
Smart About Public 
Transportation? 


Whenever I find myself in a city with 
decent public transportation, I’m so delighted 
by it that I feel like a caveman being intro¬ 
duced to the concept of fire. How is it possi¬ 
ble that I can get from one place to another 
reliably, cheaply, and fairly quickly without 
having to deal with the hassle of driving and 
parking? I get more reading done in a week 
than I do in a month in Austin; I walk distanc¬ 
es I would normally drive; and I go out more, 
because it feels so easy. 

As the Prop 1 election looms, I can’t 
help but be reminded of the Prop 1 of 
2014. While I wasn’t in love with the pro¬ 
posed light rail route, it’s hugely disappoint¬ 
ing to me that Austin just can’t seem to 
get anywhere when it comes to public 
transportation. The affection 
people feel for Uber and Lyft 
surely stems in part from 
the frustration of trying to 
use Cap Metro. 

I spent years in Austin 
without a car, and it wasn’t 
fun or easy. In those pre-ride- 
hailing days, I was lucky to 
have friends with cars who 
would help me out when I 
needed to go somewhere 
that wasn’t covered by a bus 
route, or when I needed a 
ride at a time when the bus 
didn’t run. But that doesn’t 
mean that I didn’t do my fair 
share of waiting for buses 
with infrequent service, going 
out of my way because there 
wasn’t a direct route to 
where I was headed; walking 
along roads without side¬ 
walks; and praying while rid¬ 
ing my bike down streets 
without dedicated bike lanes. 

I hope that no matter how 
the May 7 election turns out, 
we can move on and think 
about ways to improve our other transporta¬ 
tion options. Among the concerns I have 
about ride-hailing, I know that it’s not an 
option everyone can access. It requires hav¬ 
ing a smartphone and a debit card, and not 
everyone has both or either of those, no mat¬ 
ter how ubiquitous they may seem. And not 
everyone can afford it: The cost of paying 
someone to drive you around in their car is 
never going to be as low as taking a bus or 
riding a bike. A city without a good public 
transportation system will never be truly 
cosmopolitan. 

I commend Mayor Steve Adler for attempt¬ 
ing to make better transportation a priority in 


Austin. I agree with him, and with U.S. 
Department of Transportation Secretary 
Anthony Foxx, that mobility is closely tied to 
equality. Foxx was quoted in a March 29 
Washington Post article as saying, “Trans¬ 
portation for a long time has been seen in 
the light of something that is connected to 
opportunity. If we don’t appreciate that and 
figure out how to do better, I think we’re 
going to constrain our ability to grow our 
country. Everybody has got to have a shot.” 
Foxx recalled growing up in a poor, black 
Charlotte, N.C., neighborhood: “Freeways 
were there to carry people through my neigh¬ 
borhood, but never to my neighborhood.” 

Better public transportation would mean 
connecting those neighborhoods that cur¬ 
rently feel cut off from the 
center of Austin. It would 
mean money saved for peo¬ 
ple who struggle to make 
ends meet. It would mean 
fewer hourlong (or more) 
commutes to work, and more 
job and education opportuni¬ 
ties for people whose lack of 
access to transportation cur¬ 
rently limits their options to 
what’s close by or on a bus 
route. I would hope it would 
also mean more sidewalks, 
bike lanes, and safer streets. 
The number of traffic fatali¬ 
ties reached a record high of 
102 in Austin last year. 

Surely more sidewalks and 
fewer cars would help bring 
that number down. 

But in order for us to have 
better public transportation, 
we have to want it. At some 
point we, as voters, have to 
be willing to fund it. 

As Mayor Adler pursues 
funding through the U.S. 
DOT’S Smart City Challenge, 
he’s right to point out that although drastic 
change may not seem possible, it is possible. 
After visiting Copenhagen, the mayor wrote 
that “in the ’70s Denmark had an auto-cen¬ 
tric population just like Austin does now. 

Back then, Copenhagen made a tough (and, 
as it turns out, smart) decision to prioritize a 
different way to get around town. Today, bike 
users represent 50% of Copenhagen’s com¬ 
muter traffic.” 

Austin isn’t going to become a public 
transportation paragon overnight. But the 
only way we’ll ever get anywhere will be to 
believe that it’s both a possible and desir¬ 
able goal. ■

THINGS GET DEVILISH WITH ZIMMERMAN’S SATANIC AMENDMENT 


What should have been a noncontrover- 
sial, simple vote last Thursday on a largely 
symbolic, feel-good measure turned into a 
ridiculous dissent regarding its parallels to 
Satanism, thanks to CM Don Zimmerman. 
On April 14, Council considered a resolu¬ 
tion to include the city of Austin in the 
“Compassionate Communities Campaign,” 
a program adopted in other Texas cities 
such as Dallas, Houston, and San Antonio, 
that encourages treating all human beings 
with “justice, equity, and respect,” and pro¬ 
motes taking care of the Earth by recycling 
and following environmental sustainability 

As I reported last week (“Council: 
Members Spar on Affordable 
Housing, Meaning of Compassion”), 
Zimmerman, a devout Christian 
who isn’t sold on the science behind 
climate change, criticized the mea¬ 
sure as too religious, while also 
bashing it for promoting idolatry of 
the Earth but not Jesus Christ. He 
also took issue with its supposed 
implication that Austin is not a com¬ 
passionate city. CM Ann Kitchen, 
again reiterating that the resolution 
wasn’t meant to be religious nor a 
statement that we don’t encourage j± 
compassion, respectfully took his 
concerns into account and revised < 
the resolution. Among the changes £ 
to placate Zimmerman: de-capitaliz- f 
ing the “E” in Earth; replacing “spir- § 
itual” with “emotional”; removing 
“Serve The” before Earth; and deleting its 
aim to help especially those “most at risk.” 

But Zimmerman had changes of his own 
in mind. Knowing it wouldn’t fly with 
Council, but trying to make a very convo¬ 
luted, time-consuming point, Zimmerman 
sought to add, “Jesus of Nazareth recorded 
in the New Testament as saying, the scrip¬ 
tures say, you must worship the lord your 
God, and serve him only.” And also: “One 
should strive to act with compassion and 
empathy towards all creatures in accor¬ 
dance with reason; one’s body is inviolable, 
subject to one’s own will alone; the spirit of 
compassion, wisdom, and justice should 
always prevail over the written or spoken 
word.” After Kitchen accepted the latter 
amendment but not the former, overtly reli¬ 
gious one, Zimmerman revealed he had 
played us all with a “gotcha” moment: While 
displaying the webpage on a screen, Zim¬ 
merman divulged that the language came 
straight from a Satanic Temple website. 
The point? To show how similar it was to the 
Charter for Compassion, the text the reso¬ 
lution is based on, and thus, its religiosity. 

The charter’s clauses are accepted, 
“under the excuse that they’re not reli¬ 
gious,” said Zimmerman. “But they are 
religious. ... so I can’t understand why the 
biblical reference can’t be accepted.” After 
about 30 minutes of debate, Mayor Steve 
Adler tried shutting down the absurdity: 


“My concern is that we’re spending, one, a 
lot of time on this. ... I just don’t want to 
allow a meme that says that we had an 
amendment that the author sourced back to 
a Satanic website, just because I think it 
will cloud the overall message of the sym¬ 
bolic measure that we are trying to pass.” 

In the end, Zimmerman decided he 
couldn’t side with the Beelzebub-loving 
camp. “I’m virtually certain I have a few 
constituents that are, you know, Satanist 
worshipers, but I just can’t go with them on 
this one. ... I can’t represent everybody. I 
can’t go with the devil on this,” he said. We’d 
like to add, “Be it resolved, amen.”

In non-Satanic Council news: CMs passed 
a resolution to ensure employees and con¬ 
tractors at the [reJManufacturing Hub at 
10108 FM 812, an economic redevelopment 
project meant to attract remanufacturing, 
recycling, and reuse businesses, will be 
given living wages. It directs the city man¬ 
ager to develop a solicitation process that 
gives preference to businesses that hire in 
low-income, high-unemployment areas, and 
construction contractors and subcontractors 
that are Better Builder certified. It also 
favors businesses that opt for “labor peace” 


agreements, which discourage bosses from 
stopping unionization if employees don’t 
picket. CMs Ora Houston, Ellen Troxclair, 
Sheri Gallo, and Zimmerman voted against 
the Greg Casar-sponsored resolution. Gallo 
and Houston saw the measure as rushed 
through and complained that there wasn’t 
enough time for businesses in their districts 
to bid for contracts at the Hub, while Troxclair 
and Zimmerman criticized the wage stan¬ 
dards as possibly hurting taxpayers. Arguing 
that the higher wages could result in contrac¬ 
tors charging the city more money, 
Zimmerman said, “I see no statement in 
here about how our taxpayers are going to be 
affected by this requirement.” 

And what was expected to be a 
heated debate on gentrification and 
encroachment on an Eastside neigh¬ 
borhood was delayed. Discussion on 
rezoning property to make way for 
One Two East, a controversial 
development at E. 12th and 1-35, 
was postponed until Aug. 4, at the 
request of the developer. (Developer 
rep Steve Drenner asked to move it 
to May, while Robertson Hill neigh¬ 
borhood resident Erin Stanrich 
requested September; August stood 
as the compromise.) 

Council also gave the second 
stamp of approval to an ordinance 
that limits public testimony time at 
City Council and Committee meet¬ 
ings to 90 minutes for each agenda 
item and tacked on an additional rule that 
limits testimony time after the 20th speaker 
to one minute instead of three. 

Other actions taken by Council: 

• Passed a resolution directing the city 
manager, in collaboration with Capital 
Metro, stakeholders, and city boards and 
commissions, to develop recommendations 
for a transit priority policy. Among the 
considerations are: goals and metrics for 
transit priority (like improved safety and 
efficiency of transit service); identifying 
which corridors should be focused on; and 
possible service agreements with Capital 


Metro. A final report to the Council Mobility 
Committee is due by Oct. 5. 

• Approved a resolution directing the city 
manager to develop recommendations and 
funding options for Child Care Continuity 
Services, which provides services for those 
currently seeking employment after gradu¬ 
ating from a workforce development pro¬ 
gram or dealing with recent job loss. 

Council Preview: April 21 Agenda 

Today, April 21, Council will consider a 
recommendation (Item 35), referred from 
the Housing and Community Development 
Committee last week, to direct the city man¬ 
ager to include mobile home residents in the 
Tenant Relocation Program, a proposed 
plan that asks developers to assist the often 
vulnerable and low-income residents of 
multifamily homes displaced by new proj¬ 
ects. Look no further than the tenant dis¬ 
placement situation at Cactus Rose Mobile 
Home Park to see the need for such a pro¬ 
gram (“Riture Uncertain for Cactus Rose,” 
March 25). The public hearing on the pro¬ 
posed Lenox Oaks apartment complex that 
would replace Cactus Rose has been post¬ 
poned until May 12 at the request of staff. 

They’ll also vote on a handful of water-relat¬ 
ed measures (Items 4-6; 10-12), including a 
resolution authorizing the city manager to 
apply for $86,980,456 in funding from the Texas 
Water Development Board to implement 
capital improvement projects with Austin 
Water’s wastewater and reclaimed-water sys¬ 
tems. It’s likely Don Zimmerman will pick at 
the fiscal impact of some of the water Items. 

Other Items on the agenda include: 

• Item 3: An ordinance amending the FY 
2015-16 Austin Resource Recovery Fund 
Operating Budget to transfer out $1.2 mil¬ 
lion for FM 812 landfill repairs. 

• Item 16: A resolution directing the city 
manager to include a partial property tax 
exemption for certain historically desig¬ 
nated properties in budget creation. 

• Item 25: An ordinance amending the FY 
2015-16 Austin Transportation Depart¬ 
ment Operating Budget Special Revenue 
Fund to accept $100,000 in grant funds from 
U.S. DOT for the Smart City Challenge. 

Could a short TUesday work session (rough¬ 
ly an hour long) mean a short Council meet¬ 
ing on Thursday? Something tells us CMs are 
keeping their fingers crossed. - Mary Tuma 


Changing the Human Trafficking Narrative 

She was living under bridges in San Antonio, the past year of her life a haze of 
heroin and selling sex to pay for more heroin. 

It wasn’t until she ran from a hotel, clenching the pants of a nearly 60-year- 
old man who paid to have sex with her, that she ended up in the system. She was 
arrested for the theft of her solicitor’s pants, even though he admitted to police that 
he hired her to have sex with him. 

She was 16. He walked away with no charges. 

Her case was the first one of its kind to come across Kirsta Melton’s desk. Melton, 
then the Bexar County assistant district attorney and now an assistant attorney 
general for the state of Texas, had appealed to her supervisor a year earlier to begin 
handling the district’s human trafficking cases in addition to her caseload of family 
and domestic violence cases. 

“It’s totally traumatic,” Melton said of taking on her first human trafficking cases. 
“But my way of dealing with that is always what I believe. I believe that God placed 
me in that position, at that time, for that moment.” 


In Melton’s current position as assistant attorney 
general, she now also provides trainings in the anti¬ 
trafficking movement. As a trainer, Melton said she 
perseveres to help groups as varied as police officers, 
counselors, doctors, and business agencies all under¬ 
stand one commonality: the dynamics of manipulation 
and coercion, both visible and invisible, that shape the 
exploitation of a trafficked individual. 

“My job is to stand and fight for what I believe 
to be the right thing,” Melton said. “As a trainer, I’m 
trying to inspire other people to do the same. To 
take the blinders off - to stop seeing these people as 
prostitutes.” - Lizzie Jespersen

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Prop 1: False Advertising Claims Escalate 


CITY OFFICIALS DENY CLAIMS ON BACKGROUND CHECKS 


Last week, I reported, as Travis Consi- 
dine of pro-Prop 1 PAC Ridesharing Works 
for Austin told me, that if Prop 1 fails, the 
city would take over the background checks 
for TNC drivers, no longer requiring “Uber 
and Lyft to keep doing criminal background 
checks” of their own. (See “Campaign 
Finance Reports Shed Light on Prop 1 PAC 
Spending,” April 15.) And that is the narra¬ 
tive that RWA has been pushing, with RWA 
mailers claiming, “A vote against 
Prop 1 would require the City of 
Austin to take over the entire 
background check process.” 

But the existing ordinance, 
which stays in place if Prop 1 fails, 
doesn’t have the city doing back¬ 
ground checks, say city officials. 

Instead, the process will likely be 
outsourced to a third party - the 
same way it is now 

The council ordinance, in § 13-2- 
527(E)(2), clearly states, “Upon 
receipt of the fingerprints and any 
applicable fee, the City, or City 
approved third-party, is authorized 
to submit the fingerprints to the 
DPS for a search of the State’s 
criminal history record, and the 
DPS is authorized to forward a set 
of the fingerprints to the FBI for a 
national criminal history check. 

The results of the FBI check will 
be returned to the DPS, which will 
disseminate the results of state 
and national criminal history checks to the 
City” This is where Prop 1 supporters main¬ 
tain the city would have to take over duties. 

Considine said, “If Prop 1 fails, a com¬ 
pletely new city-run system will need to be 
established to handle the background check 
process for rideshare drivers because the 
results will now include FBI data to facili¬ 
tate the fingerprinting process, which 
according to federal/state rules can only be 
handled by a governmental entity” 

But Council Member Ann Kitchen, who’s 
led the fight for TNC regulations, says 
claims like that by Uber and Lyft are “an 
attempt to deceive the voters.” While the 
city has offered to facilitate the fingerprint¬ 
ing process, and to create a fund to incen- 
tivize it, they’re not taking over responsi¬ 
bility for the process, nor paying for it 
(another key RWA claim), because funding 
would come from a dedicated 1% fee on 
TNC revenue. While Kitchen concedes 
there are details to be worked out, she says 
the checks could either be done the same 
way they’re currently handled for other 
drivers-for-hire, or the TNCs could contin¬ 
ue to use their own vendors, but adding a 
fingerprint component. 

Regarding that process, Considine said, 
“Our coalition’s position is that the council 
has not prepared for a city takeover of the 
system. The council has yet to specify how 
much it will cost taxpayers to properly 


administer the program when they take it 
over. They also haven’t provided any 
responsive information to ensure compli¬ 
ance with the ordinance.” However, as anti- 
Prop 1 PAC Our City, Our Safety, Our 
Choice explained in an April 19 press 
release: “City ordinance does say that the 
city may assist drivers with compliance 
including fingerprints. But it does not com¬ 
mit the City of Austin to paying those costs. 


And if the City does assist drivers, that 
assistance would come from the additional 
1% fee paid by TNCs for a Compliant Driver 
Education Fund that is removed from 
Uber’s Proposition 1.” 

Concerning the 1% fee, Considine pointed 
to a memo from August 2015, in which Aus¬ 
tin Transportation Department Director 
Robert Spillar wrote, “The collected fees 
would be used for City transportation infra¬ 
structure including upgrading traffic sig¬ 
nals, installing pedestrian hybrid beacons, 
and safety improvements throughout the 
city [and] to ensure TNCs remain compliant 
with City regulations.” 

“How does the city know that the fee will 
cover the new process and significant 
infrastructure projects?” Considine asked. 
“The bottom line is City Council has no 
idea how much the new process will cost, 
no procedural model in place with which to 
base an estimate, nor any idea how much 
revenue their proposed fee structure will 
actually generate.” 

On Tuesday, April 19, Our City, Our Safe¬ 
ty, Our Choice held its second press confer¬ 
ence in a week at City Hall, with Mayor Pro 
Tern Kathie Tovo and Council Members Ora 
Houston, Delia Garza, Sabino “Pio” 
Renteria, Ann Kitchen, and Leslie Pool in 
attendance. At the presser, Garza called the 
RWA’s campaign “simply reprehensible” 
and said, “Uber and Lyft are running a 


deceptive campaign in a blatant attempt to 
confuse the voters and allow the corpora¬ 
tions to write their own public safety rules.” 

Meanwhile, accusations of deceptive 
marketing from Uber and Lyft aren’t limit¬ 
ed to Austin. In California, Uber recently 
agreed to pay a $10 million settlement and 
to stop claiming that its background checks 
are the “best available,” “safest,” “industry 
leading,” or a handful of similar claims, 
after San Francisco’s and Los 
Angeles’ district attorneys found 
that 25 Uber drivers in California 
had convictions for offenses as seri¬ 
ous as sexual assault, burglary, and 
kidnapping. (Lyft settled a similar 
suit for $500,000 in 2014.) 

Both Uber and Lyft claim the 
California settlement has nothing to 
do with the battle over Prop 1 in 
Austin. Chelsea Wilson of Lyft told 
the Statesman, “The [district attor¬ 
neys’] settlement was exclusively 
focused on language used around 
background checks. It was not relat¬ 
ed in any way to the other aspects of 
our safety process.” 

But not everyone buys that argu¬ 
ment, including Who’s Driving You?, 
an initiative of the Taxicab, Limou¬ 
sine & Paratransit Association that’s 
been advertising against Uber and 
Lyft on social media. Dave Sutton, a 
spokesperson for the group, respond¬ 
ed to Uber and Lyft, saying, “The 
point of the California lawsuit is that Uber 
has repeatedly tried to deceive the public 
into believing its passenger-safety process 
is superior. Here, the company is doing the 
same thing yet again.” - Mac McCann

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Austin Leads Pack on Early 
Student Aid Submissions 



Public-private partnerships have become 
synonymous with boondoggles. In public edu¬ 
cation, doubly so. Not the case here: An alli¬ 
ance between multiple Austin-area school 
districts and the Greater Austin Chamber 
of Commerce means almost half of local 
students got their federal financial aid appli¬ 
cations in early this year. 

The Texas Education Agency breaks the 
state’s schools into 20 regions. When it comes 
to Free Application for Federal Student 
Aid (FAFSA) submissions, Region 13, which 
is centered around Austin, leads the pack with 
41% of students having submitted applications 
by March 30. By comparison, the bottom of 
the list is Region 18, based around Midland, 
which has only a 20% submission rate. 

However, working from numbers provided 
by the U.S. Department of Education, the 
chamber has calculated the application rates 
for the schools within the Direct-to-College 
Achievement Plan, or DTC70. That subset 
of Region 13 includes nine public school dis¬ 
tricts (Austin, Del Valle, Elgin, Hays, Hutto, 
Leander, Manor, Pflugerville, and Round Rock) 
and three charter groups (KIPF? Harmony, and 
NYOS) who have formed a pact with the 
chamber to reach a 70% direct-to-college 
enrollment rate for the class of 2016. A huge 
component of that is setting students up 
financially, and part of that is getting the

Of the 20 educational regions in Texas, these are the 
highest-rated in the number of students who submit 
financial aid applications early. If they were a district 
by themselves, the nine ISDs and three charter groups 
in the DTC70 education partnership surrounding 
Austin would have the highest rate in the state. 


FAFSA applications in well before the June 30 
deadline. This year 49% of seniors in DTC70 
filed their FAFSA forms by the end of March. 

In very simple terms, that means 800 
more students within DTC70 have applied 
before the end of the financial quarter than 
in 2015, and are on stream to receive an 
additional $9.6 million in financial aid. 

There’s no magic here. The application pro¬ 
cess is relatively simple, if you know what 
you’re doing, so the key is educating families 
on what needs to be done. Vice President of 
Education and Talent Development Gilbert 
Zavala particularly praised Del Valle ISD: 
After years of low turnout at their financial aid 
Saturday event, this year, he said, “They just 
rallied together and had over 100 families.” 

The chamber has pumped $80,000 into 
the initiative, from which it gets a simple ben¬ 
efit. As the number of jobs that require at 
least some college experience increase, the 
chamber’s members benefit from having 
more college-ready students. Chamber Senior 
Vice President Drew Scheberle said, “We’ve 
really focused on getting early filing.” And he 
expects that 49% to rise. The current total 
only includes online applications. Once paper 
applications are processed, previous years 
have shown, that number could rise by anoth¬ 
er 10%, meaning well over half of all stu¬ 
dents will have applied. - Richard Whittaker

STATESMAN SCREED ON SUSPECT’S MOTHER MISLEADING 


the Point 


University of Texas student Haruka 
Weiser’s murder on April 3 has yielded a 
wealth of media coverage of the perceived 
killer - to an extent not seen in Austin since 
Rashad Owens. Meechaiel Criner, the 
17-year-old suspect in the slaying, is cur¬ 
rently being held at the county jail in Del 
Valle, awaiting trial on a $1 million bond. 
His background and upbringing has since 
been dissected by the press - sometimes in 
a manner lacking responsibility or sense. 

Not surprisingly, The Austin American- 
Statesman has led the charge on complete 
coverage. Since April 5, when Weiser’s body 
was found by authorities in Waller Creek, 
the daily has published more than 30 piec¬ 
es, with news flashes, event bulletins, and a 
breathless column from Ken Herman inter¬ 
mixed behind some press conference cover¬ 
age and record reporting. Some stories, like 
the paper’s tri-bylined breakdown of 
Criner’s extensive troubles with Child 
Protective Services and foster care homes, 
are thorough and provide factual detail of 
Criner’s clearly tumultuous upbringing. 
(That report, which was published online at 
7:02pm on April 13, also received contribu¬ 
tions from two additional writers, one 
reporting from Texarkana.) Others, like the 
nine-paragraph profile of his absent mother 
that went live four minutes beforehand, 
fuel negative rhetoric on topics much more 
expansive than the murder. 

That story, titled “Slaying suspect’s mom 
says her son’s innocent,” (the original ver¬ 
sion of the story also ran the next morning 


in print) recounts an email corre¬ 
spondence between the writer, 
Jeremy Schwartz, and Criner’s 
mother, Vivian, in which Vivian 
denies allegations that her son is 
Weiser’s murderer. The story also 
delves - both in the lead paragraph 
and throughout much of the second 
half of the story - into her profes¬ 
sional life, specifying in detail vari¬ 
ous work pursuits in Las Vegas. It 
scans through her Twitter account, 
relaying posts unrelated to her son. 

The story’s accompanying photo¬ 
graph is a mugshot. A quick scan of 
Vivian’s Twitter account (which is 
now private) showed at the time that 
there were other usable photographs 
at the paper’s disposal. 

Schwartz, the story’s author, typi¬ 
cally reports on the military and bor¬ 
der security. He’s been stringing on 
the Weiser coverage and shares the 
byline on the CPS report (which also 
ran in the print edition Thursday). Upon its 
original publishing, Schwartz’s reaction 
from Vivian failed to mention any of the 
family’s enduring history with CPS, omit¬ 
ting also that she has been largely absent 
from her son’s life since he was 3 years old. 
(He was raised by his grandmother until 
recently, though outlets, including the 
Statesman, have reported years of troubles 
within that home.) It fails to consider that 
Vivian, writing from Las Vegas, may have 
no intrinsic knowledge of the murder, and, 
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like most mothers, will defend her son even 
in times of factual ignorance. Instead, the 
article’s attention to her sex work reads as 
both demeaning and judgmental. 

Perhaps the Statesman’s News desk got 
the message about the oversight. Three 
hours after the story was published, an 
updated version appeared online that includ¬ 
ed a great deal of new context. Schwartz 
added a paragraph concerning rumors that 
Criner’s mother was actually dead, as well as 
two sections on the family’s relationship with 


CPS. The lede was changed - it no longer 
mentioned how Vivian sells “bootie clips” 
(with scare quotes and everything), instead 
focusing on how she planned to “set the 
record straight on ‘everything.’” 
While still sensationalistic, the 
updated story at least begins to 
portray the troubled events of 
Criner’s upbringing, and the lack of 
attention his mother paid to him. It 
does not include any editor’s note 
indicating substantial changes. 

Statesman Managing Editor 
John Bridges declined to detail any 
reason for story changes. He told 
the Chronicle via email on Friday 
that Criner’s mother’s history and 
treatment of her child is “obviously 
central to the story.” He also said 
the omission of any editor’s note 
after the update is irrelevant to the 
story’s public progression. “We 
posted several versions of the story 
that day,” he wrote. “In the digital 
age, it is not unusual for stories to 
continue to evolve and improve 
through various versions and edits 
in print and online. As in this case, 
the print version is sometimes an 
early version of the story.” He 
declined to comment on what Vivian’s cur¬ 
rent work history has to do with her estranged 
child’s murder charge, and why it justified so 
much attention in the original story. 

The Weiser/Criner story is a tragic one 
filled with more than enough societal over¬ 
tones. We’re not defending anyone in par¬ 
ticular, just saying Vivian Criner isn’t the 
person who’s on trial. - Chase Hoffberger

Campus-Area Homeless Face Backlash 
in Wake of Haruka Weiser Murder 


Five months ago, Tanner Golden, a junior at the University 
of Texas at Austin, started a petition for an assignment in his 
government class. The petition, “Keep Guadalupe streets 
safe for UT Austin students,” calls on the city to “protect the 
students of Austin by lessening the homeless population.” 
Golden based the petition on his and his friends’ numerous 
experiences with harassment around campus. After a home¬ 
less teen was arrested in connection with the murder of UT 
student Haruka Weiser, the petition went viral and now has 
over 2800 signatures. The petition is also generating heated 
conversations about student safety and the homeless popula¬ 
tion around campus. 

“[The petition] didn’t get more than 15 signatures until 
after her death - it spread so fast,” Golden said. “The first 
time I got notification was from a friend of friend who said ... 
it made it to the UT parent page.” 

That page is the Facebook group UT Parents Putting 
Safety First, which has over 700 members. According to 
Joell Sullivan-McNew, member of the group and mother of 
a UT student, the group formed last July to address issues 
during move-in and the assault of a student in West 
Campus. Sullivan-McNew says her group has documentation 
of many students who were assaulted by the homeless near 
campus. “We realize homelessness is not illegal - it is a 
serious issue that covers addiction and mental health. But 



how do we feel confident that the students are safe while 
the city, which is the students’ temporary home, resolves 
the issue?” she asked. 

Currently, the concerned parents are meeting with UT and 
public officials in Austin to determine ways to make campus 
safer. But not all students believe the homeless population 
poses a significant threat. “I don’t think it’s fair to put this 
stigma on the entire homeless community because of this 
one homeless man who committed the act,” Josh Garcia, a 
junior and sociology student at UT said. “I just feel like 


they’re still people, and I don’t see how people could want to 
remove this community, as if they weren’t people.” 

One solution that the petition and others advocate is the 
removal of service providers from the area. LifeWorks, a non¬ 
profit dedicated to serving homeless youth, is located near 
the Drag. The organization began providing services in the 
West Campus area, including HIV prevention and basic needs, 
in 1993. It was part of a larger coalition of faith-based and 
community service providers in the area that promoted the 
health and safety of the homeless. But according to Susan 
McDowell, executive director of LifeWorks, the homeless pop¬ 
ulation in the area has evolved over the past 20 years. Youth 
homelessness has become more severe and there is a signif¬ 
icant increase in the adult homeless population, who also 
hang out around West Campus. For McDowell, safety is not 
just security for students, but for the homeless community, 
who are much more likely to be victims of violence. 

“After a tragedy, people want to feel safe again. ... Now is 
the time our community needs to come together and under¬ 
stand what it’s going to take to solve homelessness. If all we 
do is focus on relocating homelessness, we’re just moving 
what is essentially a problem of the human condition in 
Austin,” McDowell said. 

As more details emerge about Weiser’s murder, the conver¬ 
sation in Austin is just getting started. It is one that touches 
on the lack of services in the city for the homeless, safety of 
students, and shortcomings in UT policies. “We don’t have to 
engage in debate that pits us against each other. We all have 
the same goal here: a community that is safe and affords 
everyone dignity,” McDowell said. - Makeda Easter 
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Cyber Attacks Stymie Abortion Fundraiser 


Anti-choice activists waged a series of cyber attacks 
against the National Network of Abortion Funds last 
week. Hackers infiltrated NNAF email accounts and 
sent out a flood of anti-choice propaganda to NNAF 
supporters. According to Rewire, and confirmed by 
NNAF policy representative Renee Bracey Sherman, 
one email included an image of a fetus with a thought 
bubble reading: “I hope I grow up big enough to go 
bowling someday.” 

NNAF is a national network of local, primarily grass¬ 
roots organizations working to fund abortions and advo¬ 
cate for both political and social change. Its Bowl-a-Thon 
is a nationwide fundraiser put on to aid local nonprofits 
such as the Lilith Fund for Reproductive Equity in Texas. 

“The Bowl-a-Thon site recently received several 
hundred fake donations apparently intended to cause 
a £ denial-of-service attack,’ which caused the payment 
card processing site supporting Bowl-a-Thon to go 
down,” NNAF said in its official statement. “In addi¬ 
tion, the attackers made a series of fake donations in a 
manner that caused operational problems for the site 
supporting Bowl-a-Thon. We are actively investigating 


this incident, are coordinating with law enforcement, 
and, out of an abundance of caution, have temporarily 
disabled the Bowl-a-Thon website until it is deter¬ 
mined that the site may be safely reactivated.” 

This “directly impacts our ability to fundraise and 
to provide financial assistance to people in Texas seek¬ 
ing an abortion,” said Lilith Fund president Schell 
Carpenter. “Fortunately, our own website is still online 
and taking donations, and our supporters have been 
stepping up in reaction to the attacks. We’ll figure out a 
way to replace what we would’ve raised via this part of 
Bowl-a-Thon, that’s for sure, but there’s still an impact.” 

In the current climate of abortion rights, this latest 
attack is greatly unsettling. “It’s another piece of evi¬ 
dence that anti-abortion extremists have no limit to what 
they will do,” said Carpenter. “They’ve dehumanized 
entire groups of people, so it seems to be easy for them 
to justify anything they do to attack us.” - Sarah Marloff

By “structural issues,” he means 
convincing Congress to take no action to help 
consumers by reforming the present pricing 
structure of monopolistic drugmakers, whose 
guiding corporate ethic is: “Bleed ’em for all 
they’ve got.” 

So this is a surreptitious PR campaign 
meant to reach only the eyes and ears of pol¬ 
icy elites. The goal is to have Congress - 
once again - ignore what the people want it 
to do, thus allowing the corporate few “who 
matter” to keep fleecing the many. The word 
for this is “plutocracy.”

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Block the Vote 

If you can’t beat ’em, disenfranchise ’em

Pat Crow has spent a lifetime experienc¬ 
ing the events most of us just read about in 
the paper. She was in occupied Japan as the 
child of a military officer stationed there. 
When John F. Kennedy was assassinated, 
Crow was two blocks away, having just seen 
his motorcade pass by. In 1971, Crow was at 
the founding meeting of the Texas Women’s 
Political Caucus, along with Ann Richards 
and Barbara Jordan. Twenty years later, she 
ran the campaign to elect Glen Maxey, who 
became the first openly gay member of the 
Texas Legislature. Now, at 73, Crow finds 
herself part of the story once again: She’s 
one of the thousands who have been disen¬ 
franchised because of Texas’ Voter ID law. 

FIXING WHAT WASN’T BROKE 

In 2011, the Texas Legislature passed 
Senate Bill 14, requiring would-be voters to 
present one of seven types of ID in order to 
cast a ballot: a Texas driver’s license, ID 
card, handgun license, or election identifi¬ 
cation certificate, or a U.S. passport, mili¬ 
tary ID card, or citizenship certificate. In 
order to be valid, the ID presented must 
either be current or have expired no more 
than 60 days prior. 

Ostensibly, the goal of voter ID was to 
prevent election fraud by making sure vot¬ 
ers are who they say they are. However, con¬ 
sidering that voter fraud has become nearly 
nonexistent, and that there are plenty of 
other forms of valid ID a legislature might 
allow if they actually wanted to encourage 
voting, one couldn’t help but suspect that 
there might be some other motive in play. 

When it comes to voting laws, motive is 
supposed to count. The United States, the 
South particularly, has a long, ignominious 
history of making sure that people who have 
the constitutional right to vote don’t get to 
exercise it. The Voting Rights Act of 1965 
was designed to put a stop to that. Section 5 
of the VRA required that before any change 
in voting law could go into effect, state and 
local governments with a history of dis¬ 
crimination against minority voters had to 
get preclearance from the U.S. attorney 
general or a panel of the U.S. District Court 
of the District of Columbia. This was to 
ensure that any change would not have the 
effect of “denying] or abridging] the right 
to vote on account of race, color, or member¬ 
ship in a language minority group.” Section 
4(b) of the VRA contained the formula for 
determining which state and local govern¬ 
ments would need preclearance. Texas is 
included on the list of state governments 
that needed preclearance, and the Voter ID 
law was clearly an example of the sort of 
change that would need preclearance. 

There were many who were appalled by 
Texas’ Voter ID law, but figured it would 
never stand up to Supreme Court scrutiny. 
A three-judge panel found that the law did 


indeed have a discriminatory effect, violat¬ 
ing Section 5. Unfortunately for opponents 
of the law, in 2013, the Supreme Court 
struck down Section 4(b) of the VRA, saying 
that the formula for determining which 
states needed preclearance was 40 years old 
and did not speak to “current conditions.” 
Therefore Texas no longer needed preclear¬ 
ance, and Voter ID was allowed to go 
into effect, despite the district 
court’s previous finding. In 2015, a 
three-judge panel of the 5th Circuit 
Court of Appeals found that Voter ID 
had an unconstitutionally discrimi¬ 
natory effect, but declined to pre¬ 
vent it from taking effect while liti¬ 
gation is ongoing. In the end, Voter 
ID may be struck down by the 
Supreme Court for having an uncon¬ 
stitutionally discriminatory effect. 

But for the time being, as the case 
winds its way through the court sys¬ 
tem, damage is being done. 

When Voter ID was first passed, 

Travis County Registrar Bruce Elfant 
asked the secretary of state to pro¬ 
vide the number of registered Travis 
County voters without valid state 
identification. It’s impossible for the 
secretary of state to check whether 
those voters have any of the accept¬ 
ed U.S. IDs, which are issued by the 
federal rather than the state govern¬ 
ment. So not all of the 37,000 voters 
the SOS reported being without 
valid DPS IDs have necessarily had 
to choose between getting a new ID 
and staying home from the polls. But 
even taking that into account, 37,000 
is significant, especially when the 
outcome of local elections can turn 
on as few as 57 votes (see “Tax Hawk 
Wins by a Feather,” Dec. 19, 2014). 


order) to protect herself, nothing was done. 
Justice of the Peace Charles Webb deferred 
the hearing for the bond for six months. By 
then, she was already dead. When Webb was 
up for re-election in 1982, Crow joined his 
opponent’s team, successfully managing 
Debra Ravel’s campaign for the seat. 

Since then, Crow has run 30 more cam¬ 
paigns, and won 27 of them (the first one she 
lost was Elfant’s first campaign - “She still 
hasn’t forgiven me,” he says). “I was always 
tough,” says Crow, and at 73, she’s still tough. 
After a massive stroke in 2008, Crow was 
afflicted with severe aphasia. Her doctors 
predicted she’d live the rest of her life in a 
nursing home. Instead, with the help of her 



PROOF OF RESIDENCY 

Crow’s first vote cast was for 
LBJ. It was 1964, and she had just 
turned 21, the legal voting age at 
the time. But even before she could 
vote, she had been passionate 
about politics. She recalls debating 
a high school classmate who 
claimed that JFK, as a Catholic, would be a 
tool of the pope, and arguing with pro-seg- 
regationist students while she was attend¬ 
ing Southwest Texas State. Once she was 
able to vote, she never missed an election. 

In 1982, Crow left her job as a financial 
planner for IBM for a career in politics. 
Crow’s decision was born out of tragedy. In 
1981, a close friend of Crow’s, Cindy, was 
murdered by an ex-fiance. Before her mur¬ 
der, the man had stalked and harassed 
Cindy. Although she had reported him to the 
police, and tried to get a peace bond (that 
era’s version of a temporary restraining

family, she made her way through intensive 
therapy at Austin Speech Labs and regained 
her ability to communicate - volubly. The 
Chronicle awarded her Best Comeback in 
2009, saying “she defied the odds.” 

But the stroke ended her career, and has 
forced her to give up other things as well, 
including driving. Because she can’t legally 
drive, right now Crow’s only DPS-issued 
form of ID is an expired license. She didn’t 
realize that would keep her vote from count¬ 
ing in this year’s primary. 

At the poll, Crow showed the election 
judge her license, her voter registration 


card, and a current Capital Metro card with 
her picture on it. None of those, of course, 
was valid. Crow was allowed to cast a provi¬ 
sional ballot, which she could come back 
and “cure” by presenting valid ID within six 
days. Her son took her to DPS to get a per¬ 
sonal ID card, but she didn’t have the docu¬ 
mentation she needed for that, either. 
Despite bringing the expired license, her 
birth certificate, and her Capital Metro card, 
Crow didn’t have the required “proof of resi¬ 
dency.” A DPS worker told her she could use 
a utility bill, but since Crow’s daughter pays 
her bill, Crow’s name isn’t on it. 

It’s possible that Crow could have gotten 
the combination of documents she needed 
in time to get an election identifica¬ 
tion certificate, which has a slightly 
different set of requirements than the 
personal ID card, but neither she nor 
anyone in her family were able to fig¬ 
ure out how to get her a proper ID 
within the six-day window. 

“WE MISS PEOPLE ALTOGETHER” 

That is the crux of the problem with 
the law: It’s so byzantine that someone 
as indefatigable and politically savvy 
as Crow gets stymied trying to follow 
it. If, like a lot of people, you carry a 
Texas driver’s license with you, it 
seems like no big deal to have to pres¬ 
ent it at the poll. It’s only when you’re 
without one of the seven forms of ID 
that you realize how hard it is - even if 
you meet all the requirements - to 
provide the documents proving that. 

Proponents of Voter ID argue that 
there’s no reason for an eligible voter 
to be disenfranchised by it. A passport 
might be expensive, and some might 
not have the money to afford an up-to- 
date Texas ID card (it’s $16), but Texas 
election identification certificates are 
free, they point out. However, they 
leave out the fact that many of the 
documents needed to get an EIC are 
> not. A copy of your birth certificate, if 
* you don’t happen to have one already, 
% will cost you $23 at a minimum in 
c Travis County, and - how’s this for a 
S fun Catch-22? - if you ask for it by 
mail or in person, you can’t get a copy 
without providing current govern¬ 
ment-issued ID. If you order by phone 
or by Internet, your identity can 
potentially be verified, but you have 
to pay with a card, and “additional 
processing and shipping fees apply.” 
Again, this might seem like no big 
deal to many people. It’s only really a prob¬ 
lem for those too poor to be able to afford to 
keep a bank account open. 

But, it turns out, that’s a lot of people: 
10.4% of Texas households don’t have a 
bank account, according to a 2013 FDIC 
study; the national average is 7.7%. The 
numbers differ vastly by race: 20% of black 
Texas households and 18% of Hispanics 
don’t have a bank account, compared to 
3.1% of whites and 2.9% of Asians. 

Of course, not having the money to get 
your documents in order is just one of the

obstacles to getting one of the seven valid 
voter IDs. There’s also the matter of being 
able to access a DPS office. In Austin, we 
have a few to choose from; in 68 rural coun¬ 
ties, there is no DPS office. 

Travis County Clerk Dana DeBeauvoir 
says that it’s impossible to know how many 
people don’t cast a vote because of Voter ID, 
because: “We miss people altogether. If 
people think something’s wrong [with their 
ID], they won’t go vote.” The idea of being 
turned away in front of everyone is embar¬ 
rassing to potential voters, she argues. 

A RENEWED FOCUS 

Voter ID makes it difficult for registered 
voters to cast votes. Texas’ rules surround¬ 
ing voter registration make it difficult to 
register to vote in the first place. 

For the most part, the federal govern¬ 
ment has left the administration of the vot¬ 
ing process to the states. Each state gets to 
dictate how to register voters, how long 
early voting periods last, and what types of 
ballots to use, among other things. 

While there are 35 states that have laws 
allowing online voter registration, Texas is 
not one of them. The Legislature has 
claimed that online registration would be 
insecure and easily tampered with. Elfant 
and other advocates for online registration 
point out that paper registration has its own 
problems. It takes many man hours for 
county employees to enter the data from 
handwritten cards into the system, and in 
the end, there are stacks of cards that are 
indecipherable. 

Then, there’s the confusion surrounding 
Texas’ implementation of what’s known as 
the “motor voter” law. In 1993, Congress 
passed the National Voter Registration Act, 
which was designed to “enhance voting 
opportunities for every American.” The 
motor voter portion of the act requires that 
“every time an eligible voter obtains, 
renews, or updates his or her driver’s 
license, the state must simultaneously offer 


to register that person to vote or to update 
the voter’s registration record.” 

If someone makes the trip to the DPS 
office, they simply fill out a voter registration 
card while they’re there. However, Texas 
allows online driver’s license renewal and 
address updates. The online process ends 
with a screen that asks the user whether they 
want to register to vote. However, when some¬ 
one checks “yes,” DPS doesn’t register them. 
Instead, that person is directed to a separate 
site, where they’re instructed to print, fill out, 
and mail in a voter registration form. 

In March, the Texas Civil Rights Project 
filed a lawsuit claiming that DPS’ imple¬ 
mentation violates the NVRA. TCRP Execu¬ 
tive Director Mimi Marziani tells the Chron¬ 
icle, “Not only does that clearly on its face 
violate federal law, but we also argue that it 
violates the U.S. Constitution, because 
you’re treating voters differently just 
because one goes in to DPS in person and 
the other decides to go online.” The online 


process, she says, “is not under anyone’s 
interpretation a simultaneous opportunity.” 

Marziani says that during previous efforts 
to avoid litigation, the secretary of state has 
told TCRP’s plaintiffs that they don’t 
believe the VRA reaches online transac¬ 
tions. But Marziani says that doesn’t com¬ 
port with established interpretations of 
laws passed before the Internet was widely 
in use. “In every other area of the law, you 
assume the same rules govern online trans¬ 
actions. It’s not common for a transaction to 
be carved out just because it’s online.” 

The lawsuit is part of TCRP’s renewed 
focus on voting rights. Marziani, who became 
executive director last year after founder 
Jim Harrington stepped down after 25 years 
leading the organization, brings with her an 
expertise in and passion for voting rights. 
Focusing on registration is important, she 
says, because “there are some important 
symbolic messages sent by the ease with 
which somebody can register to vote. If 


somebody at the outset finds this process to 
be extremely difficult, they are just going to 
be more hesitant to go forward with the pro¬ 
cess. We also know that voting is habit-form¬ 
ing, particularly when you’re dealing with 
younger Texans. It’s so important that we 
get them on the rolls and they cast a ballot 
that counts, because they’re setting them¬ 
selves up for the rest of their lives.” 

Although Elfant can’t change the regis¬ 
tration system, he does what’s within his 
power to encourage Travis County residents 
to register. People who want to fill out a 
registration card from the comfort of their 
own home can text “Register” to the num¬ 
ber 48683 (IVOTE) to request that a form be 
sent to them. Mailing the form back is free. 

The Travis County office also deputizes 
volunteer voter registrars at a Herculean 
- rate. Elfant says he personally conducted 
I 200 trainings last year. People interested in 
| becoming deputy registrars can either 
3 attend one of the trainings that are held the 
i first Tuesday of the month at the tax office, 
or they can get together 10 or more people 
and request that someone come to them. 

A LOST VOTE 

The Supreme Court has been asked to 
reconsider allowing Voter ID to remain in 
effect while litigation continues. Because 
the court’s previous ruling dealt partly with 
timing (their decision would have reversed 
the 5th Circuit shortly before an election 
date), plaintiffs are now arguing that the 
ruling should not apply to this year’s 
November election, since Texas would have 
plenty of time to prepare. 

At her apartment in Brentwood on a 
Sunday afternoon, Crow and her sister 
Barbara Rush recount for the Chronicle 
Crow’s life in Austin politics. Crow displays 
the letter she received notifying her that 
her ballot was rejected. Just out the window, 
campaign signs line the top of the fence 
around her porch: All of them are for candi¬ 
dates who ran in the primary. “I didn’t get to 
vote for any of them,” she says. ■

Eva Tiamat Medusa, 55, of the Phoenix 
area, has almost completed her journey (she 
calls it “transspecieism”) to become a 
“mythical beast” - like a dragon video-game 
character - through purposeful facial scar¬ 
ring, surgical implants and even removal of 
both ears.

Leading Economic Indicators 

Inequality on Parade: 1) The city council in 
Palo Alto, Calif., trying to retain some of its 
Silicon Valley non-millionaires, proposed a 
subsidy plan in March to help with steep 
housing costs. In a town where tiny homes 
sell for $2 million (and are immediately 
knocked down and rebuilt), subsidies will be 
available even to families earning $250,000 
a year. 2) In February, a family court in 
England reduced the child-support payments 
from hedge fund financier Christopher Rokos 
to the mother of his 7-year-old son from the 
equivalent of about $17,000 a month to 
about $11,300 - though that amount 


Government in Action: The Pentagon 
admitted recently that it has no way 
to know how many parts or devices 
are in its equipment inventory - 
except by going through its estimated 
30 million contracts (on the text- 
unsearchable electronic database) 
one by one. For a recent Freedom of 
Information request from a software 
developer (for the Pentagon’s number 
of “HotPlug” power-extenders for 
computers), it quoted a retrieval price 
of $660 million to cover 15 million 
hours of work. 


includes more than $1,200 a month for 
“wine” (perhaps, in case the kid is a handful). 

The giant HSBC Bank, which was let off the 
hook in 2012 for its money-laundering by pay¬ 
ing a $1.9 billion settlement and promising to 
vigilantly guard against future money launder¬ 
ing, was revealed in March to be regressing. 
HSBC’s monitor said that the bank somehow 
failed to stop transactions by a company 
whose professed business included exporting 
miniskirts to Iran (which would be against 
international sanctions but also not exactly 
smart business). In another incident, a 
19-year-old Mexican man in the drug-cartel- 
intensive Sinaloa state was allowed to open a 
private-wealth account with just a bagful of 
cash, claiming to be a “shrimp farmer.” 

Latest Religious Messages 

In March, Kingdom Church, in the south 
London district of Camberwell, was fined the 
equivalent of about $10,900 by the 
Southwark Council for its amplified music 
and incessant “loud preaching,” ritually per¬ 
formed “almost daily” at around 3am. A 
spokesperson told the London Evening 
Standard that the timing was necessary 
because that is when evil spirits are most 
likely to be present. 

Scientific Breakthroughs 

Downloads and Uploads: 1) A new weight- 
loss device being tested in the U.S. 
(“AspireAssist”) is billed as a less-expensive 
alternative to bariatric surgery, with the abili¬ 
ty to evacuate up to 30% of recently eaten 
food from the stomach before digestion. A 
tube, through a port in the stomach, sucks 
out (“aspirates”) the food. 2) Researchers at 
HRL Laboratories in California, in a recent 
journal article, reported that test subjects 
without airplane-pilot knowledge nonethe¬ 


less performed flight simulations 33% better 
than a control group after the researchers 
uploaded electrical signals to certain pilot- 
ing-helpful areas of their brains. 

0 Canada! 

Latest Behavior Standards: 1) The town 
council in Bracebridge, Ontario, approved a 
new municipal bylaw in March ending exist¬ 
ing prohibitions on people engaging in “yell¬ 
ing, shouting, hooting, or similar noises.” 
(Other noise controls, such as on audio 
devices, or by humans between 11pm and 
7am, remain in effect.) 2) Also in March, the 
city council in Saskatoon, Saskatchewan, 
was considering a proposed anti-bullying 
bylaw prohibiting gossip or (according to the 
National Post) “rumor-mongering, name-call¬ 
ing, taunting, mocking, and ostracizing” - 
not only in the streets and parks but in “pub¬ 
lic” places such as bars and restaurants. 

The Underrated Goldfish 

Veterinarian Tristan Rich, in Melbourne, 
Australia, was credited in March with saving 
the life of a 9-year-old goldfish (“Bubbles”) 
by removing its brain tumor. Dr. Rich had to 
first figure out how to keep Bubbles out of 
water long enough to operate, but finally 
rigged a contraption to continually splash 
water over the gills. This was Dr. Rich’s sec¬ 
ond heroic goldfish surgery. (Bubbles’ breed 
was not reported; ordinary goldfish can be 
purchased for less than $1.) 

Least Competent Criminals 

Bad enough that Alfonso Mobley Jr., 26, is 
a “sovereign citizen,” self-proclaimed as 
exempt from obeying laws or paying taxes, but 
on April 5 he also lost both hands - when a 
bomb he was working on exploded in 
Columbus, Ohio. The bomb was made of the 
same material as that in the November terror¬ 
ist attacks in Paris. A 2010 FBI report labeled 
sovereign citizens a domestic terrorist group, 
but Mobley’s associate (who was not hurt) told 
police the bomb was to be simply a diversion 
for their planned bank or armored-car robbery. 

Recurring Themes 

1) First it was “Pastafarians” of the 
Church of the Flying Spaghetti Monster 
insisting on wearing colanders for driver’s 
license photos. Then, in Portland, Ore., last 
year, a man who goes by “Bishop” insisted 
on his own driver’s license “religious cover¬ 
ing” - a “fox” hat to honor his “seven 
drums” religion. The DMV turned him down, 
but in March 2016, he won his appeal. 2) In 
the latest episode of an over-the-top obses¬ 
sive cat, Sarah Nathan’s “Brigit,” age 6, had 
her cover blown in March when she collect¬ 
ed a dozen boxer briefs and about 60 socks 
- all apparently klepto-lifted from neighbors 
in Hamilton, New Zealand. Nathan admitted 
that she may ultimately have to stash some 
underwear around her farm just to keep 
Brigit stimulated.

Gross In 

Is any writer in Austin as revolting and entertaining 
as Andrew Hilbert?

When he was a boy, Andrew Hilbert asked 
his grandmother how to write a poem. She 
said: “Write whatever’s inside of you.” So 
Andrew wrote poems about bones, blood, 
and piss. 

Today, there isn’t a subject too gross 
for Hilbert. Whether he’s writing about 
decapitating teenagers in the suburbs of 
Los Angeles or a house becoming flesh and 
oozing a cocktail of bodily fluid, Hilbert 
takes already absurd situations to their 
grotesque end. 

The most recent case in point is his 
new novella, Bangface and the Gloryhole. 
In it, Hilbert’s antihero is a down-on-his- 
luck detective tasked to explore glory holes 
appearing in public restrooms around the 
city. The glory holes leave “fractal” scars on 
the men who penetrate them. “They glow 
in fuchsia and neon orange, too,” one client 
explains to Bangface. 

“Are you familiar with glory holes?” He 
was all whispery like the CIA was watching 
him or something. 

“Speak up,” I said because I was not 
familiar with glory holes and, boy, once 
he was done explaining to me 
what they were, I wished I still 
weren’t familiar but what’s 
done is done. Now I know what 
a glory hole is, a hole in a bath¬ 
room stall that folks use to com¬ 
mit anonymous sexual favors 
for each other. 

“I wanted Bangface to do 
the exact opposite of detective 
novels,” Hilbert explained in 
an interview. We were sitting 
on the patio, eating bad pizza in a beauti¬ 
ful Travis Heights mansion that he and his 
fiancee were house-sitting. Hilbert took a 
long sip of beer. He looks like an intense 
Portuguese fisherman pulling the nets full 
with fish, in anticipation of a storm. 

“Bangface is addicted to Topo Chico, not 
whiskey. His damsel in distress is a gay 
man. Bangface, being the conservative doo- 
fus that he is, has some colorful language, 
but hopefully readers will finish the story 
and see that Bangface is not some hateful 
person, but a person coming to grips with 
a present he can’t change and a past that is 
always changing, thanks to memory and a 
government conspiracy.” 

□ 

Andrew Hilbert was born on January 
12, 1986, in Artesia, Calif., and grew up 
in Norwalk and La Palma, where his first 
published novella, Death Thing, takes 
place. These small cities, all suburbs of Los 
Angeles, are integral to Hilbert’s persona. 
His mother was born in Terceira, a small 
island in the Azores where his maternal 
grandfather didn’t want her and her sisters 


to grow up, so he brought his family to 
America. His father’s side of the family has 
been in the U.S. for generations. Hilbert’s 
paternal grandmother, the poet Donna 
Hilbert, was an inspiration from the begin¬ 
ning. She hung out with Charles Bukowski 
and introduced Hilbert to the writing of 
the famous poet, who, in turn, turned him 
on to such writers as Gerald Locklin, Steve 
Kowit, Joan Jobe Smith, and Fred Voss. 

Hilbert and his father, Andy, are especial¬ 
ly close. Hilbert shares everything he writes 
with him. “[Andrew] will confirm that we 
tried to raise him in a religious, strict, and 
humorless way,” says Andy. One time they 
were watching Siskel & Ebert, when the 
movie Beavis and Butt-head Do America 
was reviewed. Andy was against letting his 
family watch such trash. Being confident 
about his opinion, he told his sons that if 
the movie received one thumb up, he would 
take them to see it. The movie received two 
thumbs up. At that point, Andy agreed to 
take his sons to see whatever movie they 
wanted to see, but on one condition: that 
they listen attentively to an hourlong lec¬ 
ture about how morally repre¬ 
hensible the movie was. 

“He gets his sense of humor 
not from the movies themselves, 
but from the righteous mono¬ 
logues that I subjected him to 
after each one,” Andy speculates. 

In 2008, Hilbert received 
a degree in history from Cal 
State University-Long Beach. 
Two years later, he moved to 
San Antonio to work with his 
uncle. In November 2011, he moved to 
Austin to be closer to his then-girlfriend, 
now-fiancee, Nina Barker. For three years, 
he worked at BookPeople, where he found 
- as he did throughout Austin - a com¬ 
munity that embraced him. In addition to 
turning out novels, he has since opened 
Weekly Weird Monthly, where he’s pub¬ 
lished writers such as Sam Trevino and 
Ebony Stewart, among others. 

□ 

On July 14, 2015, the Whip In in South 
Austin had a Bastille Day celebration in 
which Hilbert was invited to read a story 
of his choosing. He picked “Flesh House.” 
(Full disclosure: I was the host and organiz¬ 
er of this event, at which I also read some of 
my own work.) 

“Flesh House” is about a house that turns 
to living human flesh from the inside out. 
It’s slowly trapping its human inhabitants 
inside as they try to come to terms with 
their situation. Their relationships are co¬ 
dependent, troubled, and toxic. Their house 
is diseased, dying, made of prematurely 
aging flesh that somehow still feels sexual

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and hormonal. Everything they do makes 
the whole process more painful, bloodier, 
rash-ravaged, and aggravated with cuts that 
graduate into pus-filled infections. There’s 
no relief in sight. 

Hilbert read the story to a standing- 
room-only audience that had, as it turns 
out, just finished dinner. Many talented 
writers read stories that night, but the only 
writer that the audience likely remembered 
was Hilbert. Never have I experienced an 
audience so revolted and entertained. (The 
event was memorable enough to earn a 
“Best of Austin” Critics Pick in 2015 for 
Best Author Reading.) As gross as Hilbert’s 
stories can be, he has a trump card: He’s 
funny, sometimes to the point that we find 
ourselves laughing at things we feel we 
shouldn’t laugh at. We’re forced to ques¬ 
tion our own humanity, our own morality. 
Hilbert makes us ask: To what extent can 
humor excuse the reprehensible? 

When I first read Bangface, I was upset. 
Then I read it again, and it made me 
laugh. The book puts a mirror to our faces, 
revealing what we don’t want to see about 
ourselves. But it does so in a such a way 
that makes it okay, in the end, to face our 
darker selves. We can deal with it, because 
it was funny and spoke some truth, maybe 
not to power, but at least to perversion. The 
past is fuzzy, and the future inches forward 
whether or not we are on the train. 

The critics are certainly on board. Dale 
Bridges, Austin short story writer, sum¬ 


marizes Death Thing this way: “If only Jim 
Thompson, Kevin Smith, Charles Manson, 
and a bag of meth could write a novel, it 
would probably look something like this. 
Holy crap. I have to go scrub my eyeballs 
now.” Poet Zachary Locklin from California 
adds: “What’s brilliant about [Death Thing ] 
- and I think this is true of a lot of Andrew’s 
work - is that it starts at full-throttle, bat- 
guano insanity and only gets more and 
more insane. He doesn’t plateau, and he 
doesn’t rest on a funny premise. He looks 
at a crazy situation and says, ‘Okay, what’s 
the logical conclusion of this?”’ 

At the end of the day, Hilbert lingers on 
the literary periphery because he eviscer¬ 
ates us with the truth, and makes us laugh 
at our own ugliness, and endures. How 
can we resist, after all, concluding scenes 
that, such as this one, simultaneously 
repel and invite: 

Not even two hours had passed until a 
series of unpleasant knocks came at my 
office door. I was sleeping underneath 
my desk because my old lady wouldn’t let 
me stay home anymore because of techni¬ 
calities like my name wasn’t on the lease 
and I never paid rent and she didn’t love 
me anymore. 

I crawled out from underneath and sat 
in my chair and put a book in front of my 
face so that when I said, “Come in,” whoever 
knocked would feel like they were interrupt¬ 
ing me pretty awful. 

“Come in!” ■

Terra Incommodious 

Austin Playhouse’s sublimely silly satire of Victorian 
pomposity ventures where other comedies fear to tread

Trope, stereotype, cliche: typically terms 
with negative connotations, avoided by play¬ 
wrights and producers as unforgivable sins. 
Rules beg to be broken, however, and 
when embraced as a tool of reflec¬ 
tion, they hold a mirror up to the 
very absurdities that such ideas 
manifest. It’s tricky business, though 
- there are lines that, when crossed, 
bring discomfort to our social con¬ 
tract. Nell Benjamin’s The 
Explorers Club, now at Austin 
Playhouse, is a vivid comedy 
that, ah, explores where 
those lines are drawn. 

With nearly flawless execu¬ 
tion, Artistic Director Lara 
Toner Haddock brings us 
an evening of silly fun that 
smuggles in notes of feminism and a strong 
indictment of unchecked white masculinity. 
The humor is rude and brash in set designer 
Mike Toner’s heretofore “men only” lodge, a 
den of somewhat dashing adventurers in turn- 
of-the-20th-century London. A top-drawer cast 
gleefully eviscerates the late Victorian era, full 
of colorful characters mostly oblivious to their 


own rampant chauvinism, sexism, ... hell, pick 
an “-ism,” they’ve got it. Claire Grasso’s Phyllida 
Spotte-Hume, a spot-on scientist and explorer, 
is the first woman considered for member¬ 
ship in the club, much to the consterna¬ 
tion of some of its members - notably 
Brian Coughlin’s Harry Percy, full of 
wonderfully overblown machismo. David 
Stahl and Michael Stuart give wonderful 
performances as professors Cope and 
Walling, with the aid of some 
hilarious props by Kathleen 
Toner. A charming puppy love 
for Phyllida exudes from Aaron 
Johnson’s Lucius Fretway, but 
the spotlight is often stolen by 
a more controversial charac¬ 
ter, Luigi, played with care and 
comedy by J. Ben Wolfe. 

Luigi is Phyllida’s foreign discovery, a blue- 
painted tribesman sporting a red mohawk, 
one bone through the nose shy of utter offen¬ 
siveness, and he’s just the start of where the 
play’s potentially problematic reachings tread 
dangerously close to the line. I say “potentially 
problematic” because, well ... of course, the 
sight of this blatant “savage other” onstage is

going to raise a few forward-thinking eyebrows. 
Wolfe treats the character with respect, though 
(for Wolfe’s thoughts on the character, see aus- 
tinchronicle.com/daily/arts) and it’s through his 
performance that we begin to question just what 
the play is saying, if not how it’s being said. Zac 
Thomas furthers the introspection as Beebe, 
an explorer thought dead by his companions, 
who has returned from captivity among monks 
of an undisclosed martial art. Where Luigi rep¬ 
resents “othering,” Beebe goes full Orientalism 
in a strange hat and robes (among the many 
perfect costumes by Buffy Manners), leading an 
unseen army with guttural grunts, leaping about 
the stage in a nearly acrobatic fighting fashion. 
Add Tom Parker’s wonderfully smarmy Professor 
Sloane, who shamelessly decries women as the 
weaker sex, theorizes that the Irish are the lost 
Jews, and actually says the word “Hottentot” at 
one point, and it becomes clear that Benjamin’s 
script is pushing all the boundaries it can. 

To what end, exactly? For me, the play 
was very funny, incredibly well performed, 


and an over-the-top mockery of the times - 
perhaps even a parable for today’s world of 
business, theatre, society, etc. A cautionary 
tale, perhaps, saying, “For the love of God, 
don’t be these guys, don’t live in this world.” 
Benjamin mentioned in a 2013 New York 
Times interview that she’d experienced exclu¬ 
sion and sexism similar to Phyllida’s early in 
her career, and one can see how she’s send¬ 
ing up that sentiment, and including all things 
begotten by run-of-the-mill white maleness for 
good measure. But I looked deep and hard to 
get there, and I can respect those falling on 
the other side of the argument, even if they 
had to look hard to get there, too. Even the 
best intentioned white people have a habit 
of strolling innocently into racism by trying to 
fight it, and when you offend someone, it’s 
not really up to you to decide that you didn’t. 
Wherever you fall in this debate, kudos to 
Austin Playhouse and their tight, crisp, and 
lively production for having resurfaced the 
debate in the first place.

If nothing else, the title of Mike Bartlett’s 
play conveys a wealth of useful information. 
“Bull” is one way of describing Thomas, the 
hapless, anxious figure at the heart of the 
drama, the one whose utter lack of suitability 
to the high-gloss corporate world in which he’s 
laboring makes him appear about as grace¬ 
ful there as a you-know-what in a china shop. 
“Bull” is also a most apt assessment of what 
streams from the mouths of his team part¬ 
ners, Isobel and Tony, who seem to have made 
a running game of telling Thomas things that 
aren’t so. And were you to pin a “y” on the end 
of that titular word, you’d have a fitting term 
for what Isobel and Tony, and also their boss, 
Mr. Carter, do to Thomas prior to, during, and 
after the meeting at which one of the three 
members of this team will be cut loose. In the 
moments following the dismissal of that unfor¬ 
tunate employee - can you guess who it might 
be? - the play even offers a kind of “bull” fight, 
when the put-upon Thomas is actually coaxed 
into charging one of his tormentors, only to 
have his attack deflected and him brought low 
with a killing blow - which doesn’t literally take 
his life but surely murders what little dignity 
the character has left at that point. 

Here, Bartlett views a competitive, combative 
human relationship through the lens of animal 
behavior and through a bloodsport in which 
beasts are forced to battle, much as he did in 
his play Cock. That earlier work, seen in Austin 
in 2014 in an award-winning production by 
Theatre en Bloc, thrived on the tension among 
three people fighting for control of a romantic 
relationship and on the question of which path 
the central figure would choose: man or woman, 
gay or straight, past or future. In Bull, however, 
Thomas gets no choice, at least in terms of his 
employment. He may want to keep his job, may 


downstairs, there’s coffee all over the place and all 
sorts of shows. Want a wealth of posh mingling and 
witty banter? Check out the Big Bash on Fridays. 
Wanna see comedy based on personal confessions 
you or your friends have anonymously revealed?

even believe he’ll get a chance to fight for it, 
but Bartlett makes it clear from the get-go that 
the decision about who’s being fired has been 
made, mostly by showing Thomas to be the true 
“odd man out” in this arrangement: criticized 
for his look and attire, teased, kept out of the 
loop on key info, easily duped. If someone is 
going, it’s Tom. And Street Corner Arts’ staging 
plays into that mindset, with Anders Nerheim 
making the character a disheveled, defensive 
bundle of tics and twitches in a dishwater suit, 
a nervous schlub who stands in high contrast to 
Devin Finn’s sleek, slick Tony, a smug panther 
in his black suit, and Suzanne Balling’s cunning, 
controlled Isobel, whose blood-red heels tell you 
all you need to know about her killer instincts. 
Even before the play’s Darwinian sensibilities 
are made explicit with references to “culling,” 
we sense Thomas’ weakness in this capitalist 
jungle. We know he won’t survive. 

And the fact that Thomas’ fate is so appar¬ 
ent from the outset is part of what’s frustrating 
about Bull, both the play and this production. 
Nerheim’s embodiment of Thomas is vivid, com¬ 
plex, and personal - he’s not necessarily lik¬ 
able yet he’s too vulnerable to be dismissed - 
but because the “bull” in this fight is about as 
suited to the ring as flower-sniffing Ferdinand, 
we know that what we’re witnessing is a cold¬ 
blooded, calculated takedown - the corporate 
equivalent of those canned hunts where the 
hunters shoot exotic game enclosed in pens. 

It’s cheerless to watch, even with the humor 
that Bartlett liberally seasons the script with 
and its deft handling by the actors and direc¬ 
tor Benjamin Summers. But perhaps that’s the 
playwright’s point. The business of business 
has become ugly and brutal. The corporate 
entitlement and aggression that we may have 
once thought were restricted to Enron and Wall 
Street have spread to office towers throughout 
the globe, and the beasts inside them are on 
the prowl. If they haven’t already done so, sug¬ 
gests Bull, they’ll soon be stalking you. Prepare 
to be the predator or the prey. - Robert Faires

Are we alone in the universe? 

This question keeps us awake at night. 
Gazing up at the grand expanse of the sky, 
we want to believe there is something else 
out there. But how can we prove this? What 
evidence do we need? What leaps of faith 
must we make? 

Rebecca Marino invites us to think about 
this in “The Best Available Evidence” at 
grayDUCK Gallery. Combining photography, 
sculpture, and audio recordings, the exhibi¬ 
tion brings us into the middle of the long¬ 
standing debate about the existence of UFOs. 
The show pulls from both archived evidence 
supporting life on Mars as well as artworks 
by Marino. Combining both, Marino blurs the 
lines between fact and fiction, the original 
and the copy, and the mundane and the spec¬ 
tacular. But she never solves the mystery she 
explores. Instead, she gives us fragments of 
its checkered story, leaving the rest to us. 

The UFO archives make up both 
Unclassified - UFO Eye-Witness Testimonies 
and the small zine included in Photographic 
Evidence. These two artworks show how infor¬ 
mation changes when it’s transferred into 
new contexts. Most of the articles reproduced 
in the zine are unreadable due to their origi¬ 
nal poor preservation. Several of them have 
entire sections missing since being edited

with scissors years ago. Missing things, these 
stories leave us wanting more. Our answer 
can be heard in a nearby pair of headphones. 

Apparently, beyond the written records of 
UFO sightings, the government kept audio ones 
as well. This lo-fi recording is a collection of 
firsthand accounts of witnesses retelling their 
close encounters of the third kind. Beyond the 
outlandishness of their tales is their complete 
dedication to their truth. These people really 
believe what they’re saying. While it’s unlikely 
that any of it is true, we can’t really dispute it. 
We weren’t with them when they made contact. 
It’s our experience versus theirs. 

This committed belief to the amazing sur¬ 
rounds us daily. We want to believe things 
can be more than they are. Photographs such 
as Radar-Visual (CE-II) or Nocturnal Light (CE-I) 
show us this by bringing the banality of the 
everyday into question. What’s so special 
about this grainy black-and-white photograph 
of cows or this glowing streetlamp? What’s 
buried in the snow-covered field of Roswell, 

NM ? What’s that strange silver blur in Daylight 
Disc (CE-I)? We don’t know. Maybe it’s noth¬ 
ing. Maybe it’s the secret of the universe. 

These works never tells us. Just like the 
archive, they omit things. But that doesn’t 
stop us from believing there is something 
more. Our questions, like the six mogul radar 
targets, dot along the wall leading up the 
weather balloon like the big thought bubble 
it is. In our want of the mystical mundane, 
“The Best Available Evidence” shows us that 
even if we are alone in the universe, we aren’t 
alone in the belief that we aren’t. Because 
who wants to be alone anyway?

DAY TRIPS BY GERALD E. MCLEOD 


W. Goodrich Jones State Forest south of Conroe 
hides its uniqueness behind a wall of towering pines. 

When the state purchased the 1,722 acres of clear-cut 
forestland 90 years ago, they had no idea that the outdoor 
classroom for forest management would become a wildlife 
oasis surrounded by urban sprawl. 

Originally called State Forest #2, the site was a pine 
seedling nursery at first. During the Great Depression, 
crews from the Civilian Conservation Corps replanted native 
pines, which explains the forest’s grid of straight trails. 

An unintended consequence of the experimental area 
was, as the pines matured, the forest became home to a 
cluster of the red-cockaded woodpecker, one of 98 endan¬ 
gered species in Texas. The shy and elusive black-and- 
white birds nest in cavities they excavate in old-growth live 
pine trees. 

Although the forest is primarily an educational and study 
area, it is open for hiking, biking, and horseback riding. 
Fishing is allowed in the two ponds. 

The preserve’s Sweetleaf Nature Trail tunnels through a 
mostly hardwood forest along a meandering creek. The one- 
mile-long trail is an easy hike that visits the state champion 
sweetleaf tree and a swinging bridge over the creek. 

W. Goodrich Jones State Forest is south of Conroe on FM 
1488, a mile west of 1-45. Visitors should get a free permit at 
the Texas Forest Service Office at 1328 FM 1488. For more 
information, call 936/273-2261 or go to texasforestservice.

Well, that was different - someone actually 
passed for a touchdown. At April 16’s 
Orange and White Game, the resurgent 
Texas Longhorns appeared back to form. 
Long-missing adjectives - such as “explo¬ 
sive,” “athletic,” and “punishing” - have wel¬ 
comed themselves back into the Longhorn 
conversation, after some considerable time 
away. Though eventually rained out at the 
half, Strong’s 2016 squad foretells many 
bright, sunny days for this fall. 

In a scrimmage with loads of offensive 
bright spots - 110 plays for 611 yards in 30 
minutes - the star of the game (half of the 
double cowbell back tandem with D’Onta 
Foreman) was Chris Warren III, with his 
101 yards and a score - on only seven car¬ 
ries. The running back’s power has long been 
evident, but the turbo boost he displays - at 
255 lbs. - is remarkable. Arm tackling 
Warren (or Foreman) will lead to gashed 
defenses. 


Freshman (early enrollee) quarterback 
Shane Buechele was the other big stand¬ 
out, making his case for starting over Jerrod 
Heard, who’s still nursing an injured shoul¬ 
der. Though his smallish frame could be a bit 
concerning, Buechele’s arm is unquestion¬ 
able, even on a wet day - completing 19 of 
36 passes for 299 yards and 2 scores. 

Those stats included a beautiful toss to WR 
John Burt, for 65 of Burt’s 106 yards. 

On the downside, redshirt freshman QB 
Kai Locksley was upset following the rain- 
out, as he received no snaps - noting on a 
since-deleted Tweet that he “could’ve told 
[his] mother to save her money on the plane 
ticket.” He was scheduled to play the can¬ 
celed second half. What might be creating 
the burn is the fact that (future H-back/TE) 
Tyrone Swoopes is puzzlingly still being 
played at quarterback. He threw for 71 yards 
and two interceptions, with only four connec¬ 
tions on 16 attempts. 

Of course, there were some defensive 
highlights, too. Sophomore safety (and likely 
starter) DeShon Elliott lowered the boom on 
RB Roderick Bernard, causing a fumble. 
Defensive end Charles Omenihu is showing 
signs of being that edge rusher who can get 
regular pressure - finishing with two sacks 
and numerous QB hurries. 


SOCCER WATCH BY NICK BARBARO 


With barely a month to go in the European soccer season, there’s new drama in a 
couple of races that looked all but over a short time ago. 

Leicester, who were in last place in the English Premier League just 13 months 
ago, shocked the league with their turnaround this year. But their seemingly comfortable 
grip on the EPL title took a dramatic big blow last weekend when leading scorer, and 
front-runner for EPL player of the year, Jamie Vardy, was red-carded on a questionable 
dive call, and may miss multiple games for his “improper conduct” in reacting to the call. 
Tottenham Spurs have crept to within five points; people have been waiting all season 
to see if Leicester’s going to crack, and if it’s going to happen, now’s the time. As 
always, NBC has blanket EPL coverage: eight games this weekend on various networks. 

Meanwhile, what’s wrong with Messi, Neymar, and Barcelona? The Catalans came 
into this month with a record 39-game unbeaten streak, a huge league lead, and a clear 
path to an unprecedented second straight treble: the Spanish league and Cup titles, 
plus the European Champions League. But in the last two weeks they’ve been knocked 
out of the ECL, lost three games in a row in Spain for the first time in years, and are now 
in a dogfight with the two Madrid clubs for the league lead. An eye-opening 8-0 road win 
Wednesday restored some semblance of order, but this one’s going down to the wire. 

Those Madrid clubs have their mid-weeks busy as well, as they’re both in the 
European Champions League semifinals which start next week, April 26-27: Real 
Madrid at Manchester City on Tuesday, Bayern Munich at Atletico Madrid Wednesday, 
both at 1:45pm on Fox Sports and ESPN Deportes. Return legs are the following Tue.- 
Wed., May 3-4... The Europa League semifinals begin Thursday, April 28: Villarreal- 
Liverpool and Shakhtar Donetsk-Sevilla, both at 2pm, on Fox Sports 1 & 2. 

And I have to give a shout-out to my man, 39-year-old Roma talisman Francesco 
Totti, who came on as an 86th-minute sub on Wednesday, and scored two goals to 
bring home a crucial 3-2 win. Tottigol!

LIEBERUM WOULD DIE 4 U, PRINCE by Chase Hoff berger 


Despite the setting - a comedy festival - and the star - Saturday Night 
Live alumna Maya Rudolph - there’s nothing intentionally funny about 
Princess, the band that the comedy actress and her longtime friend 
and college roommate Gretchen Lieberum, a funk and jazz musician in 
California, perform in, as homage to Prince, one of the finest and most 
freaky performance artists of our time.

Austin Chronicle: Your publicist thanked 
me for getting up early for this interview.

CROSS COUNTOV 

IN "MAKING AMERICA GREAT AGAIN!!,” DAVID CROSS 
CRACKS UP FANS FROM SEA TO SHINING SEA

More than 70 appearances in 35 states and the District of Columbia in four months. 
That’s a schedule to make a candidate for president break out in a cold sweat. With that 
many stops from coast to coast and a tour titled “Making America Great Again!!,” is David 
Cross making an llth-hour bid for the Oval Office, presenting himself as a shiny-domed 
alternative to the carrot-colored thatch roof of Donald Trump? Alas, no, says the actor and 
comedian. But as he was planning his first stand-up tour in six years - he’s been kept off 
the road by a few little side projects such as the return of Arrested Development on Netflix, 
his reunion with Mr. Show partner Bob Odenkirk on the Netflix sketch series With Boh 
and David, and his own series, The Increasingly Poor Decisions of Todd Margaret on IFC - 
Cross says he figured, “If I’m gonna do this, let’s do this.” He wanted to reach as many fans 
as he could, especially those in regions where his tours might not typically go. In a phone 
chat with the Chronicle, he explained what this tour means to him. 


Austin Chronicle: It’s a cliche to say, 
“Thank you for taking time out of your busy 
schedule to talk to me” - 
David Cross: It truly is. 

AC: - hut man, you have a busy schedule. 
Fm staggered hy how many tour dates you 
have. And all over the country. What was 
your thinking in putting this tour together? 
DC: I’ve always had a small frustration when 
I was out on tour. When I did the stand-up 
tour, I think I did 29 cities, something like 
that, and when Bob and I would go out, it 
was only like, 16 - mostly the East Coast, a 
couple of places in the Midwest and South. 
Maybe it’s because [where] I grew up wasn’t 
really in a city or a place where a lot of 
people would come to, but I felt like we 
were really missing the boat on not doing 
a more extensive tour and going to some 
of the smaller towns. And on the last tour 
I did, I’d be in Chicago and some guys 
would be like, “Oh, man, we drove six hours 
from, uh, you know, Montana.” Well, maybe 
not Chicago, but Minneapolis 
[laughs]. I don’t have a map in 
front of me, but wherever six 
hours from Minneapolis would 
be. ’Cause that was the closest 
we were getting to people. And 
it happened all the time, and 
you’d feel bad. So once I knew 
I was going to go out on tour, 

I figured if I’m gonna do this, let’s do this. 
Initially it was, I’m gonna say, 48 stops, and 
I was going to end in Oklahoma City at the 
end of April. But I kept adding to it. After 
Oklahoma, I’m back in the Upper Midwest - 
so South Dakota, North Dakota, Idaho, Iowa, 
... places I’ve just driven through, really. It 
just became, in for a penny, in for a pound, I 
suppose. ’Cause I’m not going out again for 
years. It may be three years before I go out 
again. And I just love to do it. And it should 
be fun. It should be interesting. It really is 
fascinating to see America this way. I haven’t 
driven cross-country in quite a while. 


You know, it is exhausting. It’s both men¬ 
tally and physically exhausting, and it can 
get depressing when you’re checking in to 
your 58th DoubleTree, you know, same lay¬ 
out, same furniture, same bed, same shitty 
windows that don’t open. And you don’t eat 
well, for sure. But it’s good. It’s work. It’s 
work I like, and I like working. 

AC: You’ve been out for a few months now 
and been to a number of places, so what’s 
your take on the comedic state of the union? 
Say you’re the Comic Laureate and you get 
to make pronouncements about what you’ve 
learned from all these different places. How 
are things out in the heartland? 

DC: Well, I see kind of a bleakness - but not 
a bleakness in a sense of the weight of the 
world on the common man’s shoulders or any¬ 
thing like that. I see a bleakness in the sense 
that I remember towns, small towns, being 
way more individualistic, having more flavor 
and uniqueness. In 2016, I see much, much, 
much more homogeneity. There’s a sameness 
to everything. There’s a strip 
mall with a Moe’s Southwestern 
Grill and a Chipotle and a 
PetSmart and a Target. And the 
food options - there’s less din¬ 
ers and more EE Chang’s and 
Applebee’s and Red Robin’s, 
and the sameness of it and the 
loss of the individual character 
of these towns and cities is a bit depressing. 
AC: Do you feel like you get to address any 
of that onstage? 

DC: I can, but I don’t feel any obligation to. 
If it occurs to me, something funny, then 
I’ll talk about it. I don’t really sit down and 
write jokes or bits. It’s got to kind of occur 
to me, and then I’ll talk about it onstage, 
but if not, then no. And who knows? Maybe 
the next tour will address that stuff. 

AC: Is that evolution of the act as you tour 
something that you enjoy? 

DC: Oh, yeah. That’s not something I con¬ 
sciously try to do, that’s something I end

up doing just ’cause I’m getting bored with 
saying the same stuff over and over again. 
I do most of my writing onstage anyway, so 
I’ll tape the set, and then I’ll say, “Hey man, 
can I get that late show from Chicago? I 
riffed some stuff about gun control, and I 
want to make sure I say that.” Then I add in 
the stuff that I riffed that works. 

That’s more about it’s hard for me not 
to improvise. I have the same problem 
when I’m acting with a script. Sometimes 
directors love it, and I’m hired for that rea¬ 
son. And sometimes directors are like, “No 
thanks. Just stick to the script. We got it.” 
So that’s hard for me to do, and it’s just in 
part to entertain myself. 

AC: Has there been a show or moment on 
this tour so far when you felt like, “I’m so 
glad I’m doing this. This is the reason that 
I wanted to do this tour in the first place”? 
DC: Oh, yeah! Several times a night, for 
the most part. I’ve definitely had a few 
clunkers, and sometimes it’s my fault and 
sometimes it’s the audience’s fault, and 
sometimes it’s actually the physical space’s 
fault that it’s not a great show. And even 
then I will either meet somebody physically 
or see something on Facebook or Instagram 
or Twitter, and it’s somebody who was at the 


show and doesn’t know that I’m thinking, 
“Well, that show sucked,” and [that person’s] 
going, “I’m so glad you came here, and I 
appreciate hearing your voice.” It reminds 
me very vividly of being 15, 16 years old, 
the first stand-up I ever saw was in Atlanta, 
it was Steve Martin, I was living in Roswell, 
Georgia, and it was huge. I just hated my 
life. I was in a kind of rural suburban area, 
very white, very Baptist. I was a stranger, an 
oddity, and to know that there was this guy 
doing these goofy, stupid jokes that if I told 
in school, I would get beat up, it was a huge 
thing for me. And I try to remember - I do 
remember - that even when I’m bummed 
out or I look at the crowd and go, “This is 
gonna suck. I can tell you that this show 
is not gonna be good” - I’m at a college in 
some small town in Pennsylvania, and I can 
just look at the audience and know this is 
gonna be work, it’s not gonna be fun for me 
- I know there’s that kid out there. I know 
that in every show there’s somebody like I 
was when I was young. I always have that in 
the back of my head. Those moments make 
it worthwhile. And then the moments when 
you’re onstage and people are just so happy. 
“Thank you for coming here. Thank you so 
much.” It’s my pleasure. ■

ourselves on it not just being a parade of 
greatest hits. We’ve got to put a few heavy 
hitters in there, and we love those songs, but 
there’s a lot of other stuff in there as well. 
AC: That’s the result of you being Prince 
fanatics before you decided to cover Prince 
songs, I would bet. 

Lieberum: We’ve been friends for 22 years 
and have been nerding out on this kind 
of stuff for 22 years. We were in a band 
together in college, where we played origi¬ 
nal songs. But we were constantly playing 
weird Prince demos on cassettes. We’re 
pretty big superfans and tend to impress 
the Prince nerds - and the Prince nerds are 
pretty emotional. There’s a Prince forum. 
We’re on the good side of the Prince forum, 
thank God. 

Publicist interjects: Hi guys, Maya’s on. 
Maya Rudolph: Hi, sorry, I was having 
modern problems. My 
Bluetooth was not connect¬ 
ing, so I couldn’t answer 
my phone. Because I’m a 
modern lady with modern 
problems. 

AC: We were just talking 
about how you’ve fallen 
into favor with the Prince 
forums. 

Rudolph: Are you aware of 
the Prince forums? 

AC: I don’t peruse the forums, 
but I am sure that they exist. 

The one fanboy question I 
had for you concerns wheth¬ 
er you’ve covered “Strange 
Relationship”? 

Lieberum: We’ve been 
focusing on Purple Rain and 
earlier [albums] than Purple 
Rain, though we did do “If I 
Was Your Girlfriend,” which 
is from that album. 

Rudolph: We’ve always 
wanted to do “Tamborine,” 
but it’s going to take cer¬ 
tain muscle to pull that off. 

There was talk of Parade, 
which I’d be thrilled to do. 

But it’s very different and 
would require more musicians. 

Lieberum: Prince’s earlier stuff has almost 
a punk feel to it. It’s more scrappy, along 
with the funk. I think our band does that 
well. The later albums venture out of that 
a little bit. 

AC: You’re busy people. How much time do 
you have to devote to this project? 

Rudolph: We weirdly know a lot of the songs 
innately. When Gretchen and I get together 
with the band, it’s like we’re conducting 
how we want [songs] to go based on our 
memory of it by ear. We sing the backwards 
portion of “Darling Nikki,” and we’ve never 
practiced it. We’ve spent our lives with each 
other practicing these songs. We’ve been 
singing them in each other’s dorm rooms 
and shitty apartments and cars. It’s been a 
project in the making. 


Lieberum: And our band gets frustrated. 
If they get one note wrong, we know it. We 
know every “Owwww” in every song. 
Rudolph: Which is interesting, because we 
want the music to be exactly what it sounds. 
But the element that makes Princess dif¬ 
ferent from Prince besides the fact that we 
ain’t Prince is that we’re harmonizing. A lot 
of those harmonies aren’t on the record. It’s 
the only slight difference. It’s just weirdly 
so satisfying to my body when I hear music 
exactly the way - 
Lieberum: - God intended. 

AC: When you first began to play his music, 
was there anything that you learned that 
you didn’t previously recognize? 

Rudolph: Oh, like you mean how we were 
singing our own words for 20 years? 

Lieberum: I’m pretty 
notorious for having 
screwed up lyrics. 
Rudolph: Everybody 

you know has lyrics that 
they’ve screwed up since 
they were a kid. What’s 
yours again? 

Lieberum: “Are we gonna 
let the elevator break us 
down?” It’s really “bring 
us down.” Womp, womp. 
No, I think we realized 
how much he wrote, how 
prolific he is. It’s insane. 
On some of those early 
records, he did every¬ 
thing. And he was 19. It’s 
pretty astounding. 

AC: Is there a part of the 
music that you enjoy more 
than the rest? 

Lieberum: I just like har¬ 
monizing with Maya. I 
do enjoy the backwards 
part of “Darling Nikki” 
and belting out the end 
of “Beautiful Ones.” That 
fulfills some childhood 
fantasies for me. “Purple 
Rain,” that song is emo¬ 
tional. It’s really sweet. It feels great to play, 
and people will always sing the first chorus. 
Rudolph: It’s nice to hear a roomful of 
people together. I don’t feel any pride - let’s 
be honest, I didn’t write that song. But col¬ 
lectively, I feel a part of the room in a very 
bonded way. We’re all feeling it together. 
That’s really the satisfaction. If I wasn’t 
singing for the fans, I’d be singing them in 
my car or in the shower. 

Lieberum: Someone needs to create a piano 
for the bath for Prince, because he loves baths. 
Rudolph: He does love baths. 

Lieberum: I think he’d do a whole show in 
a Victorian tub if he could. We’re not quite 
there yet. ■

STAND-UP GUV 


TELLING JOKES AT A MIC HAS ALWAYS BEEN THE 
MAIN THING FOR BRYAN GUTMANN bvAshievMorm. 



Bryan Gutmann has been a staple of the Austin comedy scene for over a decade. He 
recorded his first solo comedy album, That’s How Scientists Talk, with the Austin-based 
comedy collective and record label Sure Thing last September, and (to the best of his rec¬ 
ollection) he has “performed in some capacity at most of the Moontower festivals so far.” 
This year will be no exception. He’ll bring his special brand of irreverent, observational 
humor to the Moontower Comedy & Oddity Fest’s Austin Towers show at the Velv Comedy 
Lounge - a venue that no doubt feels like home. In anticipation of his upcoming perfor¬ 
mance, Gutmann made time for an email interview, catching us up on his latest album and 
the growth of the Austin comedy scene. 

Austin Chronicle: How did you get started 
in comedy, and who were some of your 
main influences? 

Bryan Gutmann: Stand-up has always been 
something that I enjoyed watching. I can 
remember being a kid and loving that old 
VH1 show, Stand-Up Spotlight. I was also 
a kid who loved to draw or write little short 
stories, so eventually when I was older, all 
of those interests finally clicked. When I 
was first entertaining the idea of giving 
stand-up a try, Cap City [Comedy Club] had 
their open mics on Wednesday nights after 
the main show. I went just to watch for 
weeks until finally a friend of mine pulled 
the classic “I’ll do it if you do it” move, and 
so I went for it. At that time, I’d say that my 
main influences were Jim Gaffigan, Todd 
Barry, Nick Swardson, Mitch Hedberg, and 
Dave Attell. And of course Seinfeld. He was 
the first and biggest influence. That list has 
definitely changed over the years, but those 
were the original inspirations for sure. 

AC: You recorded your first solo album with 
Sure Thing last year. How did you start 
working with them? 


BG: Duncan [Carson] and Brendan [K. 
O’Grady] have always done great things 
with Sure Thing. They’ve always put so 
much work into the live shows and are just 
genuinely great guys. So when they told 
me about the label they were starting, I was 
immediately on board. I had been playing 
with the idea of recording something in 
the past, but everything fell into place so 
perfectly with Sure Thing. It really was a 
no-brainer. 

AC: Was the experience of recording your 
own solo album different from other record¬ 
ings you’ve done? 

BG: It was just different in the sense that I 
really wanted this recording to stick. I had 
made my own sad attempts at recording 
longer sets with the idea of maybe piecing it 
all together for an album. But the recording 
with Sure Thing was something that I didn’t 
want to feel like [I] needed to do over. So I 
was definitely nervous grabbing the mic 
with that in mind. Other than that, those 
guys really know what they’re doing, and we 
structured the show to just be as much like 
any other comedy show you’d see. 


UE HAS TUIS STOW 

AARON BROOKS’ SKILL AT SHAPING BITS OF LIFE 
INTO LAUGH-FILLED TALES MAY SOON PUT HIM

When I first meet Aaron Brooks, a stand- 
up comedian and writer, he has had to 
“duck out of work early” on a hot day in 
Downtown Austin. “Like most comics, I 
have a day job,” he laughs, and while full¬ 
time employment sounds enjoyable to me, 
he considers it “definitely a supplemental 
thing until all of a sudden, it’s not.” But 
Brooks is not wanting for gigs: In the 
month before our conversation, he has per¬ 
formed on the storytelling podcast RISK! 
as well as in a half-dozen different venues 
around the city. This week, he’s part of 
the 2016 Moontower Comedy & Oddity 
Festival. Now, after almost a decade of 
“supplemental things,” it seems he is get¬ 
ting close to successfully abandoning them. 

As Brooks tells me, he “always loved 
stand-up, first and foremost,” though 
he performed in plays and studied radio 
DJ’ing at a “small technical school” in St. 


Louis. It wasn’t until 2009, after playing 
in a band for years, that Brooks started 
doing brief sets at Comedy Etc. II, a club 
in Fairview Heights, Ill., run by Art Vieluf. 
For the comic, Vieluf was “a bit of a father 
figure,” and his mentorship helped Brooks 
to get emcee gigs within a few months. The 
club owner was the kind of guy who “gave 
a shit and was trying to foster good come¬ 
dy,” a rare combination in an environment 
where the comics Brooks saw would “sink 
to the lowest common denominator” to get 
laughs. Vieluf led his protege to think: “If I 
worked really hard at getting good, I could 
maintain some kind of artistic integrity.” 

Over the next several years, Brooks began 
to tour, performing at “terrible biker bars 
and VFW halls” in the Midwest before mov¬ 
ing to Austin in 2012. Immediately, he found 
that he was cut from a different cloth than 
many of his local peers. “I remember tell¬ 


ing my mom, ‘I don’t fit in. I really don’t fit 
in,”’ he says. Where Austin headliners such 
as Mike MacRae or Mac Blake were joke 
machines, and others, like Martha Kelly, 
were alt-abstractionists, Brooks preferred to 
narrate his own life. “Here’s what happens 
for me: I have this story, and I know there’s 
something funny about it, and the kernels 
of it are already there. Then I need to get 


my back against the wall as a means of 
figuring it out.” He landed on “a more story- 
oriented” persona somewhere between the 
affable sensitivity of Mike Birbiglia and the 
absurdist bluster of Patton Oswalt. 

Although his punch lines are always 
funny, Brooks’ quietus and earnest delivery 
exemplify the “not for everyone” trope. Yet 
because of his warm demeanor, he excelled 
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AC: Although your album is stand-up, you 
recorded it at Austin Sketch Fest. Do you pre¬ 
dominately focus on stand-up, or have you 
considered sketch comedy or acting as well? 
BG: I’ve basically always focused on stand- 
up. I’ve written and acted in recorded 
sketches over the years, but the main 
thing has been stand-up for me. There’s 
a good chance that I’m the world’s worst 
actor. Having said that, I really love writ¬ 
ing, and I’d like to get back into writing 
sketches the way I and the comics I came 
up with used to. 

AC: In what ways have you seen the comedy 
scene in Austin change since you started? 
How does it compare with some of the bigger 
scenes, like L.A. or New York? 

BG: It is very weird to me that I’ve been 
in this scene long enough that I can actu¬ 
ally talk about “what it was like when I 
started.” The fact that there are multiple 
comedy shows that you can check out each 
night of the week is something that wasn’t 
really around 10-ish years ago. There was 
Cap City, the Velveeta Room, and then just 
a little show that would happen here and 
there. But nothing that happened on a con¬ 
sistent basis. As a comic, the fact that you 
can get onstage every night of the week is 
awesome. I think a big turning point in this 
town was when Matt Bearden took over 
Tuesday nights at Cap City with PUNCH! 
That really seemed to light a fire under the 
whole scene, and now we have great weekly 
shows like Buzzkill, Sad Trombone, and, of 



course, Sure Thing. And that’s just a little 
slice of the pie. 

Talent-wise, Austin absolutely holds its 
own when compared to Los Angeles and 
New York. You can see it when comics from 
out of town do guest spots here. They are 
absolutely hilarious, but it’s not like they 
get onstage and everyone goes, “Okay now 
it’s time for some real comedy.” The one 
thing that is undeniable about Los Angeles 
and New York is that they are still splitting 
up the entertainment industry jobs. Austin 
is such a wonderful place to perform, but 
it’s still not an industry town. It’s been real¬ 
ly nice to see some progress in that depart¬ 
ment with things like ATX Uncensored(ish), 
but overall, Austin is still just the place that 
likes to throw the party. 

AC: Any performance, recording, or tour 
plans past Moontower? 

BG: With the recording [of That’s How 
Scientists Talk] done, my main comedy 
goal is to rebuild my set with all-new mate¬ 
rial so that I can do things like perform 
out of town again and record a follow-up 
album. Right now, I’m focusing on trying 
to do as many sets around town as I can to 
get this new stuff worked out. So keep your 
eyes peeled for me sweating out these new 
dumb ideas! ■

when he was being viciously heckled. In 
a show at South by Southwest in 2015, 
he told a typically extended, punctuated 
story at a rundown club, where a drunken 
crowd had barely listened to the previous 
three comics. But Brooks beat back sever¬ 
al badgering attendees and salvaged the 
show. Reminded of the feat - something 
I’ve seen him repeat on other occasions 
- Brooks says, “I have done stand-up in 
the worst environments for the better 
part of six years, so if someone wants to 
come at me, I’m fully prepared to verbally 
spar with them and make them look stu¬ 
pid. Some people do comedy with every 
word perfectly prepared and written-out. 
If they get off script, it frazzles them. I’m 
the exact opposite of that.” 

Since last year, the comic’s fan base has 
grown, in large part due to a series of per¬ 
formances at the Spider House Ballroom. 
Twice a month, he and reigning Rmniest 
Person in Austin Danny Palumbo host a 
show called Bounce House, which regular¬ 
ly attracts a parade of local stars like Jon 


Mendoza, Michael Malamud, and Kath 
Barbadoro. Like many of his colleagues, 
Brooks also jumps around among venues 
like the Velv Comedy Lounge, ColdTowne 
Theater, and Cap City Comedy Club: “I 
go up pretty often, or I try to. Four to five 
times a week, if possible.” 

His popularity has given him some 
cache, and he’s featured for “comic’s 
comics” like Marc Maron and Andy 
Kindler. In February of this year, I saw 
Brooks deliver another monologue at 
the RISK! Live show at Stateside at 
the Paramount. Kevin Allison, a former 
member of comedy troupe the State and 
the show’s host, attracted hundreds of 
podcast fans to the event. Brooks’ seg¬ 
ment, which he prepared over several 
weeks, “went from a six-minute bit into 
a 15-minute story.” The comic received 
ecstatic applause. ■

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JIM S STILL FRANK 

CANDID COMIC JIM NORTON HAS CHANGED HIS 
LOOK BUT NOT THE WAY HE SPEAKS HIS MIND

Jim Norton has long been the face of sin and vice in the comedy community. Ribald, 
crude, and slick, his stand-up often feels like it was co-written by early Howard Stern and 
the unmarried version of Bill Burr. But Norton’s gradual evolution from underground 
comic to character actor to co-host of SiriusXM’s Opie With Jim Norton show has recently 
brought him to higher ground, with starring roles in festival films and a new national tour, 
“Mouthful of Shame,” that arrives at the Moontower Comedy & Oddity Festival Saturday, 
April 23. He spoke to the Chronicle about the tour, his health, and his upcoming projects. 



Austin Chronicle: I saw that you were 
in a SXSW film, From Nowhere, and you 
have some big roles in upcoming films like 
Pitching Tents. I can remember seeing you 
act in small things here and there for years, 
but it seems like you’ve finally hit your 
stride, right? 

Jim Norton: There was a moment around 
2003 or ’04 when things started to pick up, 
and I could feel that there was momentum. 
But I always feel like my career is horrible 
and I am literally invisible; that is what 
keeps me moving. I never really feel like 
things are going great. I’m one step from 
being driven out of this business. 

AC: That cannot be true anymore. You’ve 
started to earn street cred. I mean, you’re 
always in Louie. 

JN: Well, I’m always grateful whenever 
somebody recognizes something I’ve done. 
AC: Can you remember the project that 
made you feel like you were visible in the 
industry for the first time? 

JN: It’s hard to say exactly. The effect is 
more a cumulative thing. Like I’d do a 
small thing for television, and that felt 
like I was poking my head through the 
clouds ... until I would just fall back again. 
[Laughs] A lot of this is just my perception, 
you know? I tend to think that everyone 
else is doing better than me and that I’m 
a nobody. It is a great thing to think like 
this when I realize, “Oh, there’s so much 
work to be done!” But then there are 
other times when I realize I’m delusional 
and think I’ve done nothing in my entire 


twentysomething-year career. Actually, I 
think it is going okay. 

AC: On Louie, we got to watch you trans¬ 
form physically, and now you look better 
than anyone who’s been a fan of yours for 
years has ever seen you look. How have your 
weight loss, your increase in fitness, and the 
improvement in your health factored into 
the work you’ve been getting? 

JN: It makes me feel better about myself, 
for sure. But I don’t get “leading man” stuff 

- I like to think that I would have gotten 
the roles I am now getting anyway. Usually, 
it’s a case of someone saying, “We like Jim 

- let’s use him!” Nothing that I do is looks- 
contingent, thank God. 

AC: How has your renewed body image 
changed both your current act and your 
comedy in general, if at all? 

JN: I always talk about where I am at and 
whatever it is that’s happening to me mental¬ 
ly anyway. Body image is certainly one of the 
things I think about, but now that my body 
looks decent, I have other aspects of myself 
that need to be broken down. For example, I 
still talk about my enjoyment of transgender 
women and questioning my own sexuality. 
I still have a point of view about that, even 
though I might think, “Okay, I won’t be talk¬ 
ing about my fat tits this year.” 

AC: There was a time when a lot of what 
you talked about seemed vile or disgusting 
to some people. The first time I heard you 
perform, I was driving through Los Angeles 
with my dad and you were doing a bit on 
the radio about being pissed on. We were

Jenny Zigrino was “a weird girl” grow¬ 
ing up. “I was never into what girls my age 
were into,” she says. “I enjoyed just stay¬ 
ing at home watching historical documen¬ 
taries and sewing costumes. I didn’t really 
care about boys or whatever normal high 
school people did. For my prom, I wore a 
colonial gown that I sewed.” In an alter¬ 
nate universe, she might have become 
a costume designer or archivist, but she 
found an early love of comedy along with 
her love of history and textiles. Now, as an 
actor and comic, she’s performed on Late 
Night With Conan O’Brien, appeared on 
@midnight and Adam DeVine’s House 
Party on Comedy Central, and just fin¬ 
ished filming her second feature film, 
Bad Santa 2. But most importantly - 
for us, anyway - she’ll be performing in 
Austin for the first time in five years this 
week when she makes her Moontower 


Comedy & Oddity Fest debut. In advance 
of her performance, she talked with the 
Chronicle about her current projects and 
her love of Renaissance faires. 

Austin Chronicle: You’ve done a lot of 
varied work - TV, writing, acting, stand- 
up. Is there a medium that feels more at 
home than the others? 

Jenny Zigrino: For me, stand-up is always 
going to be the most comfortable thing. I 
really enjoy being in front of the camera, 
but mostly I enjoy it if it’s my own thing 
that I’ve written or my own character. But 
I feel like you should be well-rounded and 
do everything. I’ve tried to do as much 
stuff as possible. 

AC: Has it been difficult working on stand- 
up and touring while filming? 

JZ: Yeah, it’s hard when your job is to 
write about things that happen to you, 


and you can’t legally talk about what’s hap¬ 
pening to you. I feel like with movies and 
TV and pilot season, it does get hard to 
write and find the time to really be able to, 
not only write, but go out to open mics and 
try out what you’ve written. It’s like I’m 


desperately writing, and I have to 
find a sweet spot in the middle of 
a headlining set in North Dakota 
to try out new material. But at the 
same time, I can’t make that my 
entire set. I still have to go and 
do my A stuff. So I’m not allowed 
to be as free as I want, like at an 
open mic where people expect 
that you’re going to bomb. That’s 
been the hardest thing. But it’s an 
awesome problem to have - that 
you’re so busy that you can’t do 
other things. 

AC: In your stand-up, you joke 
about the Ren fest. Were you a 
“Rennie” in the past? Are you 
still? 

JZ: Go to the Ren fest? I go every 
year. They’re fun as hell! Now I 
go more just to watch. But when 
I was 16, I liked being in it. Like, 
I wouldn’t dress up now. [Pause] 
Well, maybe I would, if I was part 
of the royal court and getting paid. Then 
I’d put on whatever you want me to put 
on. I don’t care! 

AC: Did you have a character when you 
were younger? 

JZ: I did. At the Renaissance faire, I was

laughing hysterically, hut at the time I 
think it was a hit much for my dad, who’s 
from an older generation. Now, if you talk 
about being urinated on hy a transgender 
prostitute, people are like, “So what? Get on 
hoard. We all love Transparent. ” 

JN: It is actually so nice to see people turn¬ 
ing the corner on that stuff and not being so 
freaked out by what they think is different 
from themselves. It’s like anything else: 
The more people talk about their sexual¬ 
ity, the more it becomes normalized. Then 
people are less surprised when they hear 
about it, which is very good. 

AC: Has the fact that American society is 
turning a comer on transgender and queer 
issues normalized your 
perception of yourself? Do 
you see yourself as being 
“just a guy” nowadays? 

JN: In all honesty, I have 
no respect for the way 
society sees things, and society does not 
dictate whether or not I enjoy anything. 
There are so many people that enjoy things 
they can’t talk about. I understand that an 
attorney can’t go into the workplace and start 
talking about the different kinds of porn 
they watch. As a comedian, you have a cer¬ 
tain amount of freedom that most jobs don’t 
have. I’m happy when people come around, 
but I also liked Black Sabbath long before 
they were in the Rock & Roll Hall of Fame. 
AC: Do you ever get people saying, “Jim, 
gosh, I wish you wouldn’t talk about that!” 
when you tour? 


an artist. But I had to make up for the 
fact that my clothing was more peas¬ 
antry clothing since at that time artists 
were actually wealthy. So I said I was 
a runaway merchant’s daughter artist, 
and I would draw people. I would draw 
really ugly, horrible pictures of people, 
and they laughed and enjoyed it. But I 
still had to be historically accurate with 
everything that I did. I also, at my dad’s 
house in Minnesota, still have every 
piece of costuming. I can’t throw them 
away. I can’t let go. 

AC: You don’t have as many jokes about 
comic books or video games or that kind 
of thing as many “geek comedians,” but 
I sense a lovable nerdy vibe to your sets. 
Were you a bit of a nerd growing up? 

JZ: I wasn’t really into video games, but 
I would get obsessed with things. I was 
obsessed with the Beatles. Then I was 
obsessed with some other horrible bands. 
Then I got obsessed with A1 Pacino. By 
age 16, I was, like, obsessed. But these 
obsessions would like lead me down a 
path of worrying about, like: “Okay, I’m 
in love with A1 Pacino, and I’m in love 
with The Godfather. I’m going to go out 
and buy as many 1940s dresses as I can 
and dress like I’m in that era. And I’m 
going to do this, and I’m going to do 


JN: I’m sure I do, but I never notice it, prob¬ 
ably because people are smart enough not 
to yell that out. I hope so, at least. I haven’t 
had any unpleasant experiences like that in 
a while. I don’t even really get emails like 
that; no one is writing to me, “Hey, you fag¬ 
got, kill yourself!” Now, do people feel those 
aggressive feelings at what I’m saying, and 
not vocalize them? Probably. “Hey, you fag¬ 
got, kill yourself!” It’s like, enough, Dad. 
AC: Austin is moving the direction of 
Nashville, where things that were once 
culturally cool and exciting are being 
over-celebrated and gentrified. As a result, 
some people who once defined an “alter¬ 
native” scene here, like Maggie Maye or 
Martha Kelly, are mov¬ 
ing toward the comedic 
center. You are also an 
acquired taste as come¬ 
dians go, so I’m wonder¬ 
ing where you find your 
strongest centers of fandom and praise 
around the country. 

JN: The places where they get more sensitive 
are also the places that are, quote-unquote, 
progressive. So in places like Boston, Philly, 
Cleveland, you’d think that these hardcore 
white, male audiences would say “fuck you” 
to the stuff that I admit to onstage. Yet they 
respond very well to it. It’s the more “progres¬ 
sive” places that tend to get more sensitive. 
In L.A., I don’t do too well at all. Portland, I 
do okay but not great. Places where Patton 
Oswalt would sell out, basically. ■

AC: Do you have any plans for a solo 
comedy album? 

JZ: I have an album recorded. I’m wait¬ 
ing to see if I got Comedy Central’s The 
Half Hour before I release it. It will be on 
vinyl for all the cool people to buy, and 
it’s called Moon Pleasures. ■

Review: Thai-Kun 

DOMAIN BRICK-AND-MORTAR IS EVEN 
BETTER THAN THE TRUCK 


The biggest surprise from a recent visit to 
Thai-Kun’s Domain brick-and-mortar was how 
empty the dining room was. It was a Tuesday, 
not exactly a peak dining day, but the rain 
had settled by then. And besides, we are talk¬ 
ing about the long-awaited brick-and-mortar 
expansion of a food truck that was vaulted to 
international renown by Bon Appetit in 2014. 
But for a few long minutes, my date and I 
were the only ones there. 

I’m not sure if it was a result of location. 
Rock Rose is still finding its sea legs as 
an entertainment district and, for Central 
and South Austinites, the prospect of driv¬ 
ing MoPac is hardly appealing. But we still 
manage to make the trek when we want to 
line our closets with H&M or Zara. It might 
be a tremor from Paul Qui’s recent arrest 
on assault allegations, after all Thai-Kun is 
part of the East Side King empire and many 
swore (at least on social media) to no longer 
patronize any related interest. That would be 
a shame, because organization structure and 
Peelander Yellow iconography aside, Thai-Kun 
is the triumph of chef Thai Changthong. 

Few chefs working in Austin have the mas¬ 
tery of flavor that Changthong shows in even 
his simplest dishes. Thai-Kun works within a 
traditional Thai framework (Changthong has 
long called it “O.G. Thai”) and doesn’t really 
make concessions on the Scoville scale, but 
even setting aside all that heat, there’s plenty 
of electricity. The papaya salad ($9) is one of 
the spiciest things on the menu (we wouldn’t 
finish it in one sitting, however much we 


wanted to), but neither the pungency of fish 
sauce, the clarity of lime, nor the fruit’s natu¬ 
ral sugars were dulled. Chinese broccoli ($12) 
was a slower burn, allowing us to go deep 
into the fathoms of the oyster sauce. The 
pork rib soup ($13) was luminous. Perfumed 
with lemongrass and burnished with makrut 
lime, it has an extra, unexpected crackle from 
a scattering of toasted rice powder. 

Even at some otherwise very good local 
Thai restaurants, texture is a bogey, hiding 
in menus laden with swarms of curries and 
hot pots. But Changthong is just as adept 
here as he is with taste. Chicken skins ($6), 
marinated first before frying, are denser 
than some of the chicharron-style garnishes 
seen on some Austin menus, allowing for 
more (pleasant) gaminess. Square pan-fried 
chive cakes ($5) maintain a brittle crust, 
even while sitting in a pool of vinegar and 
soy. The server recommended dumping the 
juicy, accompanying Granny Smith salad 
(similar to the papaya but less incendiary) 
on top of the fried whole fish (branzino 
to be exact - $28), but somehow that 
did nothing to sog up the skin. The fried 
chicken ($10), served at lunch, easily bests 
ESK’s fabled kara-age. 

Besides the sunny whole fish and the 
delicate crab rice ($16), most of the dinner 
entrees are a little headier than the generally 
bright appetizers and “traditional dishes,” 
where even sausage is fermented and bright. 
Heartier appetites will appreciate the rib eye 
($28), served with a dried chile dipping sauce 




and plenty of herbs, and the clay pot ($19), 
swimming with prawns and pork. 

The former appears, simplified and with 
perhaps a less dignified protein, as grilled 
beef ($12) on the lunch menu. That experi¬ 
ence is closer to the food truck (the restau¬ 
rant transforms from full service at dinner to 
counter service at lunch), although my favorite 
bar snack, grilled bread with peanut sauce, is 
missing from the menu. No matter, the black 
noodles ($10) remain. It’s changed a little: 

The beef is replaced by pork, meatballs, and 
liver, but the sweet, rich soy sauce is still lux¬ 
urious. The truck’s fish cakes change a little 
too, here as fritters topped with a sweet-and- 
sour cucumber relish. The khao man gai (the

Thai version of Hainanese chicken rice - $11) 
is still on the menu too, blessedly unchanged, 
and still as comforting. If I lived and worked 
closer, I would be there three times a week. 

So why isn’t this restaurant packed (even 
at the busier lunch there was no wait at peak 
hours)? It’s hard to tell. It has everything 
going for it - a bright, contemporary interior, 
a welcoming patio, and a thoughtful selection 
of beer, wine, and sake cocktails. Hopefully, 
my visits were outliers and the crowds were 
discouraged by the spotty rains. Hopefully, 
it is near impossible to get in on a Friday 
night. But if this is the status quo, I would be 
severely disappointed. This is one of the most 
promising debuts of 2016, with an accessible 
price point to boot. Changthong is undeni¬ 
ably one of our city’s ablest chefs. If we can’t 
support his restaurant, well, we simply don’t 
deserve to have the best. - Brandon Watson 


In this town where professionalism is seen as 
capitulation, there are plenty of occasions where 
I am tempted to use the bully pulpit. But bad (or 
more precisely not good) service is so pervasive in 
Austin that it hardly seems note¬ 
worthy. It doesn’t even seem to 
have much bearing on the total 
experience. Two drinks in and 
you are talking about how hot 
your server is, not that he forgot 
to bring you a glass of water. 

But sometimes a bad experi¬ 
ence is more difficult to shake 
- as it was today when I was 
waiting for a drink at a popular 
counter-service spot (I’ll decline 
to mention it by name if only 
because public shaming is not exactly the point). 

I suppose the incident wasn’t that dramatic, just 


a disagreement the owners were having with an 
employee over some sort of error. It was easy to 
hear, but not exactly loud. But it was exceedingly 
unpleasant when standing next to it. 

The owners didn’t seem to 
care that their conversation 
was public or even that it was 
delaying customers getting their 
drinks and food. From the level of 
hostility on display, it seemed as 
if the employee had just poisoned 
a guest. I seriously doubt that 
was the case. As far as anecdotal 
evidence proves, she has always 
done her job well. And certainly, 
my bad customer experience 
today had nothing to do with 
her and everything to do with higher-ups who too 
vehemently believe that they are higher up. 


But why shouldn’t they? The two owners have a 
reputation for public bickering and still have peo¬ 
ple lining up out the door. It would take some far 
more flamboyant incident to get people to change 
their minds. And they are by no means shocking 
exceptions to the local hospitality. There are plenty 
of other wildly successful local haunts that have 
found a niche offering neighborhood convenience, 
meh food, and surly service. We may have nothing 
to recommend about any of these places, but we 
keep coming back. Heck, just last week I swore I 
would never return to today’s offending restaurant 
when one of the employees refused to budge when 
I said, “Excuse me, can I reach for a straw?” 

More often than not, those spots sell coffee. 

And maybe that’s why we give them a pass. Few 
Americanos are worth traveling across town for. 
And there is comfort and community in seeing the 
same faces day in and day out. These are, after all, 


the hallmarks of the “old Austin” everyone keeps 
hearing about, that mystical land where everyone 
smiled on their brother. 

Generally, I agree that the former Austin was 
friendlier than the harried, congested Austin of 
now, but - perhaps in response - a new genera¬ 
tion of coffee shops and fast-casual eateries (I 
will name some of those: Figure 8, Seventh Flag, 
Fleet Coffee) has popped up that has flipped the 
Austin expectation that your burger should be 
delivered with a sneer - the generation that often 
gets maligned as the domain of hipsters and yup¬ 
pies because they are decorated with succulents 
instead of with terrible art. Say what you will 
about those business owners, but they expect 
more than a blank stare from their employees. And 
I would be shocked if any of them would discipline 
their employees center stage.

They Shoot Movies, 
Don’t They? 

Heather Page on the state of the Texas Film Commission

When Heather Page wanted to break into the film indus¬ 
try, she moved to Hollywood. When she wanted to work 
with passionate independent filmmakers, she moved to 
Austin. Now she’s having the biggest impact of her career 
on the business - as director of the Texas Film Commission. 

Much as Texans have spent years complaining that the 
Railroad Commission (which actually administers the oil and 
gas industry) should change its name, “film commission” is a 
partial misnomer. It’s the state’s point of contact with the film 
industry, yes, but also TV, commercials, and digital media. In 
fact, there haven’t been that many major studio films shot 
in Texas recently, but Page describes the state as “turnkey 
ready for television, and very ready for indie film produc¬ 
tion all the time.” Similarly, gaming has become a major 
part of its creative industry, and Texas has become a world 
leader in virtual reality. As for 
commercials, Page described that 
market sector as developing “low 
and slow, like a good barbecue. 

Dallas particularly is a national 
commercial hub, and Austin has 
seen a lot of growth in the past 
two years.” Many commercials 
are filmed away from the big 
production hubs, like Matthew 
McConaughey’s Lincoln spots, 
shot near Marfa. Page said, 

“That’s really important to us, 
because the assets of Texas, visu¬ 
ally and crew-wise and in terms 
of people who are interested in 
film production, are in practically 
every town in this state.” 

When it comes to the mov¬ 
ing image industry, Texas is in 
closest competition with four 
other states: California, Georgia, 

Louisiana, and New Mexico. All four have made a big push 
to attract and retain projects, and to also build up their 
own indigenous industries. Yet Texas has some competi¬ 
tive advantages: Being centrally located in the U.S., it has 
attracted production services firms like Panavision Dallas, 
camera and lighting rental firms MPS and GEAR (both in 
Austin), and Pflugerville-based transportation experts Film 
Fleet. Page said, “By virtue of where they’re located, those 
companies have been able to be supportive of New Mexico 
and Louisiana. Obviously,” she added, “they’d like to be 
supportive of more production here in the state.” 

“Supporting the industry” is basically Page’s job descrip¬ 
tion. She refers to the commission as “one big customer 
service landing site for everything film.” Founded in 1971 
by Governor Preston Smith, he appointed his urban devel¬ 
opment coordinator Warren Skaaren as its first commis¬ 
sioner. A massive film buff, ultimately Skaaren joined the 
movie industry, scripting blockbusters like Batman and 
Beetlejuice. Page reversed that career trajectory: a 25-year 


veteran camera operator on projects including The Green 
Mile, Armageddon, and 46 episodes of Friday Night Lights. 
In 2012, then-Gov. Rick Perry asked her to take over as the 
12th Texas Film Commissioner. Page said, “We agreed, when 
I joined, that I would be able to hit the ground running.” 

A big part of that task is administering the state’s film, 
TV, and digital incentives, the Texas Moving Image Industry 
Incentive Program (TMIIIP). She praised former commis¬ 
sioner Bob Hudgins for completing the long process of 
getting it established and funded, and his successor/her pre¬ 
decessor, Evan Fitzmaurice, for streamlining and reforming 
the process. Their work “allowed me to do some polishing 
when I arrived, in terms of the audits, to make them consis¬ 
tent and fair, and to make it move quicker, so that businesses 
aren’t waiting two years for their incentives.” 


Tax credits, wage subsidies, and other incentives have 
become a necessary evil in the modern film industry. 
When it comes to attracting projects, TMIIIP has at least 
bought it a seat at the table. It’s nowhere near as gener¬ 
ous as programs offered by other states, but Page said it 
was engineered “not to be like Georgia, not have to be like 
Louisiana, and still see the business that we wanted to see.” 

TMIIIP is structured to place an emphasis on hiring Texas 
talent. That’s bad news for attracting a studio picture, which 
may be bringing much of its cast and crew with it from out of 
state, and therefore won’t see much in returns from the pro¬ 
gram. But for a TV show that might want to put down roots 
for multiple seasons, it’s easier to hire local talent long term. 
“Think of Friday Night Lights,” said Page. “A lot of those folks 
were Texans, and so it made it affordable for the production 
company to bring that show here. The nice result is that it 
launched the careers of dozens of Texans to international fame.” 


However, those rival states have one big advantage: 
Their governors and legislatures made long-term commit¬ 
ments to ensure their incentives are stably funded. Take 
Georgia: The state’s highly attractive and consistent pro¬ 
gram attracted blockbusters like Ant-Man and continuing 
tenants like The Walking Dead. End result: The singsong 
slogan “Made in Georgia” tail-ends dozens of TV shows. 

By contrast, TMIIIP’s funding rocketed up and down for 
the last decade (see graph). In 2013, the Legislature trebled 
the available funding from $32 million to $95 million, and 
“we were very busy, very quickly,” said Page. Then two 
years later, the Legislature cut funding back to $32 million, 
and while the lost money was bad, the volatility was worse. 
That 2013 boost made producers feel that Texas was seri¬ 
ous about a long-term commitment to encouraging TV and 
cinema; the 2015 cut raised doubts. Page said, “When I talk 
to businesses that want to relocate here, they talk about 
certainty.” The TMIIIP reduction came at a bad time for 
Texas’ competitiveness. If the cut had not been so dramatic, 
Page said, “I think we would have felt that consistency, and 
I think we would have seen incredible things here.” 

Knowing that productions would look elsewhere meant 
that several private commercial plans to add soundstages - 
still in short supply in Texas - collapsed. Page said that, before 
the cuts, her office had been talking to several developers 
with “shovel-ready projects [but] when we got the reduction 
last session, some of them stated in the papers almost imme¬ 
diately that it was because of that they were prepared to go 
from a production facility that would have had hundreds of 
people employed, to a data center that might have 10.” 

But even before the total sum available was cut, Texas had 
some of the least competitive incentives available in terms 
of percentages paid out and eligible spending. So if the state 
can’t send a message of consistency through the incentives, 
Page’s office has to make studios 
feel secure that Texas can deliver 
on everything else. She said, “We 
wouldn’t try to sell them things 
we didn’t have here for them. It 
was very, very important to be 
honest with businesspeople about 
what we have available, the level 
of our crews, the levels that we 
have infrastructure-wise.” 

That’s why her office put a big 
push on programs like the Texas 
Production Directory, which she 
said is “the number one most 
used part of our website.” It’s a 
directory of talent, crew, produc¬ 
tion businesses, and even seem¬ 
ingly unrelated firms that under¬ 
stand what productions need. 
Page said, “We’ll get companies 
that are coming in and shooting a 
car commercial. They’re here for 
three days, and they just need a dry cleaner. Who would be 
the dry cleaner that understands a 24-hour turnaround?” 

Then there’s a renewed interest in the Film Friendly 
Texas program. While there are many smaller towns and 
cities that would love to host a TV show or film shoot or a 
commercial, most don’t know how. The program teaches 
them, Page said, “so if someone wants to shoot a commer¬ 
cial, and they come a week or two beforehand doing scout¬ 
ing locations, someone knows how to give them photos, or 
take them to the right places, or even get them a permit.” 

And then there’s the biggest intangible asset. It’s some¬ 
thing that Page knows a lot about, and it’s the reason that 
she moved here in the first place. She said, “It’s about the 
crews. Our crews don’t have attitude. Our crews get things 
done. It’s not just a job to them. There’s a lot of passion 
here, and they want to stay here, and they’ll give of every¬ 
thing they have professionally to make it work here.” ■

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Mopping Up the Red 
in Green Room 

AUSTINITE MACON BLAIR ON NEO-NAZIS 
AND PATRICK STEWART by Richard Whittaker 


It’s always the quiet ones. In violent thriller 
Green Room, Macon Blair plays Gabe, the 
placid manager of a punk club in the rural 
Pacific Northwest. Only the club is owned 
by neo-Nazi leader Darcy (Patrick Stewart), 
and when one band sees something they 
shouldn’t have, it becomes a death trap for 
them, and a moral test for unlikely fascist 
Gabe. Blair said, “If I was in that situation, 
that’s how I would be, totally shattered.” 

The story has been compared to siege 
movies like Straw Dogs and Assault on Precinct 
13, and punk classics such as The Road 
Warrior and Suburbia : Blair said that he and 
director Jeremy Saulnier discussed both, but 
Apocalypse Now and Platoon were bigger 
influences. Blair said, “Aesthetically and ton¬ 
ally, it’s a war movie. It’s a squad of young 
inexperienced soldiers being surrounded by 
an army, trying to get back across enemy lines.” 

Saulnier and Blair have known each other 
since they were little kids, and Blair said he’d 
heard the idea for Green Room well before 
their breakthrough collaboration on 2014’s 
Blue Ruin. But just because you’re friends 
with the director, doesn’t mean you’re guaran¬ 
teed a part in his film. Blair said, “He wanted 
to work with me in a creative or producer 
sense, but in an acting sense, he thought 
we’d done that with Blue Ruin, and he wanted 
someone else for the part of Gabe.” 

In a realm of brutal white supremacists, 
Blair saw Gabe as the antithesis of “the 
badass soldier character, who can kick in 
doors and blow things up without a second 
thought.” All Gabe wants, he said, “is a nod 
of approval from the boss, even though he’s 
wildly out of his depth. He’s good at running 
a club, but he’s not good at mopping up mul¬ 
tiple murders.” 

As much as Blair empathized with the 
character, it was still a tough sell getting 
Saulnier to change his mind. Blair said, “I 


had to go through the casting process like 
anybody else.” For authenticity, he contacted 
a firm that makes custom fake tattoos, and 
sent them sketches of Gabe’s neo-Nazi ink. 
“They saw this artwork that I was sending 
them, and they said, ‘We don’t support this 
kind of thing; we won’t fulfill this order.’” 

Finally, Blair had to send them links to 
news stories about the project before they 
relented. It seemed like a lot of work, but 
accuracy was vital, even if it meant hanging 
around the fascist fringes of the Internet. 

Blair said, “The search histories on my and 
Jeremy’s computers are probably pretty 
suspect.” That process also answered an 
important question about Gabe: How does a 
regular guy end up a loyal fascist? Blair said, 
“They’re disenfranchised and they don’t have 
many opportunities, but these movements 
offer a kind of belonging, no matter how ven¬ 
omous they can be.” 

That research also filtered into a dossier 
on the real-life inspirations of leaders like 
Darcy. Blair said, “Patrick Stewart requested 
a bit more backstory for his character - not 
in the movie, just in script - to understand 
where this guy came from.” 

For those used to Stewart playing reserved 
but benevolent characters like Captain Picard 
and Professor Xavier, his portrayal of the 
malevolent Darcy may seem out of character. 
But it’s really a return to earlier warrior roles, 
like the ambitious and ruthless Sejanus in 
/, Claudius, or Cold Warrior Karla in Tinker ; 
Tailor , Soldier ; Spy. “He really saved the 
movie,” said Blair. “We were literally a couple 
of weeks out from shooting, and it turned out 
that Patrick had joined the same manage¬ 
ment company as Jeremy, and his mandate 
was ‘I want to play a villainous role, espe¬ 
cially a villainous American role.”' ■

All Shook Up 

The story of Elvis’ impromptu visit to the White House

That photo, so definitive yet so enigmatic: 
Elvis Presley, the king, and Richard Nixon, 
the president, shaking hands in the Oval 
Office. It’s the most-requested image from 
the National Archives, which must indicate 
something about the photo’s deep allure. 
Nixon, the physically awkward leader who 
regarded the populace as something of a 
hindrance to governance, captured with a 
broad and uncommon grin while shaking the 
hand of the nation’s hip-swiveler-in- 
chief dressed in full Elvis regalia. It 
provides concrete evidence of the 
pileup of politics and pop culture. 

Politics, like rock & roll, can make 
for strange bedfellows. 

That photo, recorded on Dec. 21, 

1970 (two months before Nixon installed 
the Oval Office tape-recording system that 
led to his undoing), is the subject of Elvis & 
Nixon, a speculative movie about that meet-

They’re back, sittin’ around and shootin’ 
the shit again at Calvin’s Barbershop on the 
South Side of Chicago in this serious-minded 
but laugh-out-loud second sequel to the under¬ 
rated 2002 comedy about making a living 
with a little off the top. Like its predecessors, 
Barbershop: The Next Cut (the title could use 
a trim) has a big-hearted sense of community, 
one now threatened by the senseless daily 
violence plaguing the streets of the Windy 
City. At one point, the employees and hangers- 
on at the shop try to one-up one another in a 
can-you-beat-this exchange about their recent 
mugging and robbery experiences. It’s funny, 
and not funny, at the same time. As crime 
escalates on the outside, Calvin and company 
decide to take matters in their own hands 
(scissors in one, comb in the other) by nego¬ 
tiating a weekend cease-fire with the boys in 
the hood and offering free haircuts and blow- 
dries during the 48-hour period. The film’s 
idealistic notion of achieving harmony one 
snip at a time may strike some as naive, even 
corny, but hey - you have to start somewhere. 

The acting ensemble is impeccable, with 
Ice Cube again at its solid center. As old-timer 
Eddie, Cedric the Entertainer is entertainingly 
irascible, trading the character’s politically 
incorrect opinions about Rosa Parks and 
Rodney King in the original film (remember the 
uproar those remarks triggered in the black 


ing between the two men and what led up to 
it.

Helping Elvis & Nixon remain in conjectural 
mode is the fact that neither actor - Michael 
Shannon as Elvis and Kevin Spacey as 
Nixon - looks particularly like the character 
he is playing. Yet both actors make their 
roles believable through apt choices in body 
language and vocalization. The unusual cast¬ 
ing selections may require a brief period of 
adjustment on the part of the viewers, but in 
the long run, help cement the idea that the 
film is only a guesstimate of what happened, 
not the real deal.

Ostensibly a vehicle for Mexican comedian 
Omar Chaparro, the new action comedy film 
Compadres is one of the dopiest, most tone- 
deaf films I’ve seen in recent memory (and 
that’s coming from the guy who reviewed Dirty 
Grandpa). Nearly every scene has a moment 
at which, either via a plot twist or character 
beat, you think to yourself, “What the fuck 
were they thinking?” Director Enrique Begne 
has made a film that seeks to emulate the 
style and feel of a slick Hollywood block¬ 
buster, but the end result feels like a drunken 
medley of stereotypes and tired, overused 
tropes smashed together, sadistically pum- 
meling the viewer into submission. 

I will say this about Compadres: There 
is absolutely no shortage of plot. Chaparro 
plays Garza, a Mexican cop who (sigh) 
doesn’t play by the rules, and is looking 
to bust a gangster named Santos (Elias). 
Ignoring pleas from his family-man partner to 
wait for backup (double sigh), Garza storms 
a warehouse to capture Santos, getting his 
partner killed. Three months later, Garza’s 
new girlfriend Maria (Derbez) is kidnapped 
by Santos’ thugs, and Garza must help 
Santos escape custody for her return. After 
he complies, Santos shoots him and Garza 
is captured and sent to prison, a disgrace 
to the police force. He escapes custody with 
the help of his boss to search for Santos, 
his girlfriend, and a bunch of money that 
was stolen by Santos from another gangster 


Alex Pettyfer and Johnny Knoxville as Elvis’ 
accompanying aides-de-camp, and playwright 
Tracy Letts as a government functionary, 
are all also delicious in subordinate roles. 
Director Liza Johnson ( Hateship Loveship) 
keeps things moving at a good clip (the film 
is only 86 minutes long), but the screenplay 
by Joey Sagal, Hanala Sagal, and Cary Elwes, 
could have dug more deeply. Nagging at the 
sidelines of Elvis & Nixon is the suspicion 
that sometimes a picture really can be worth 
a thousand words. For all its goofy charms, 
this comedy still doesn’t crack the ultimate 
enigma of that famous photo.

named Gaspar (Cosio). That is, literally, the 
first 20 minutes. Garza then teams up with 
American teen Vic (Morgan), a shy hacker 
embroiled in the theft, and the two set off to 
save Maria, retrieve the stolen money, and 
learn some life lessons along the way.

It’s perhaps unsporting to bring up col¬ 
lateral damage in regard to a disposable 
shoot-’em-up, but that kind of moral quan¬ 
dary is built into the premise of Criminal, 
from a script by David Weisberg and the late 
Douglas Cook (who also collaborated on The 
Rock and Double Jeopardy) - specifically, 
what happens when a career criminal and 
sociopath is implanted with the memories 
of a far better man. When a character’s arc 
hinges on parsing right from wrong, isn’t part 
of that journey accepting the consequences 
of one’s actions? If he can’t, surely those 
around him - lots of ’em with badges! - are 
paying attention? And if not them, is it the 
audience’s job then to weigh how many good 
deeds it takes to erase the memory of a 
ripped-open jugular? Does one crummy time 
averting a nuclear disaster grant you a life¬ 
time hall pass for killing all those cops? 

Truth is, Criminal is a very silly movie 
that’s smart to, well, look smart-ish - with 
this moral-imperative premise; a topical 
storyline about governmental overthrow and 
cyberwarfare; oodles of high-tech gear; and 
chyron captions that scream urgency (“Three 
hours until the Dutchman’s deadline”). That 
Dutchman is a twitchy hacker (Pitt) looking 
to sell a program that can control the U.S.’s 
entire missile arsenal. A dead CIA agent is 
the only person who knew the Dutchman’s 
whereabouts, so in a Hail-Mary, experimental- 


procedure pass, the agent’s memories are 
transferred to the brain of a bad motherfuck¬ 
er named Jericho Stewart (Costner). (Think 
that name’s goofy? You haven’t met Quaker 
Wells yet.) Due to a childhood brain injury, 
Jericho has no capacity for empathy, but then 
this nice, dead CIA agent gets his feelings- 
cooties all up in Jericho’s noggin, and sud¬ 
denly Jericho can’t go forward with the raping 
his essential self is so clamoring for. 

If by now you’re thinking, This Jericho dude 
sounds terrible, but he’s played by Kevin Costner ; 
I’m so confused, then: indeed. It’s no wonder 
that Costner - who’s expanded his repertoire in 
his later career to include some unsavory char¬ 
acters - would get a kick out of playing a guy 
with no impulse control, but somebody along 
the line also insisted he get his last-shot, over- 
the-shoulder, stud’s long stare - textbook hero 
pose - and that is a fatally confused look. 

That’s not the only confusion here: 
Professional agents act wildly unprofessional, 
a doctor walks away from the only test case 
of his life’s work, and a mother is all, “Sure, 
I’ll leave my kid alone with a rapey stranger.” 
Criminal is a perfectly passable thriller, if 
you’re cool with no one here passing as an 
actual human being.

It was the 1995 Adrian Tomine story “Pink 
Frosting,” from his Optic Nerve comic, that 
I first learned about “kissing the curb,” a 
shocking act of violence brought to visual 
life, thanks to Edward Norton, in 1998’s 
American History X. Having someone kick the 
back of your head while your open mouth 
rests against the edge of the curb, thus 
relieving you of all your teeth, was a horrific 
image that I still walk around with over 20 
years later. We all have our squeamish pres¬ 
sure points, be it teeth, or maybe eyes, per¬ 
haps fingernails: some scenario that sends 
that unmistakable frisson rolling through our 
body. I would hazard a guess and say that 
director Jeremy Saulnier is very familiar with 
those pressure points, because his new film 
Green Room, the follow-up to his breakout 
indie hit Blue Ruin, is one long, wicked medi¬ 
tation on that very sensation. 

The first rule of Green Room is: You do not 
talk about Green Room. Well, we can at least 
set the stage, as it were. Hardcore punk 
band the Ain’t Rights, consisting of singer 
Tiger (Turner), guitarist Sam (Shawkat), bass¬ 
ist Pat (Yelchin), and drummer Reece (Cole), 
are making their way across the Pacific 
Northwest, barely, playing shit gigs and rely-

ing on the kindness of fans for places to 
crash. When an opportunity to play a show 
at a rural Oregon club for some actual money 
presents itself, they hop to the offer. Knowing 
full well that their audience is a bunch of neo- 
Nazi skinheads, the Ain’t Rights kick off their 
set with Dead Kennedys’ classic “Nazi Punks 
Fuck Off.” But that’s merely a menacing pre¬ 
lude to the terror that awaits them, after a 
wrong-place, wrong-time incident puts them in 
the middle of a seriously scary situation. 

Saulnier and co. have crafted a gleefully 
merciless update on Deliverance, except 
instead of city folk vs. hillbillies, it’s punk 
rockers vs. neo-Nazis, and it is one of the 
most brutal, visceral films to come along 
in quite some time. Special shout-outs to 
Imogen Poots, whose Amber basically steals 
the show as a cynical neo-Nazi outlier, and 
Patrick Stewart as leader Darcy, a quietly 
menacing presence, always several moves 
ahead of everyone else. Green Room may not 
be for everyone, but should you be up for it, 
it is a tense, lovely, right kick in the teeth.

FOR THE KING

The two Toms - writer/director Tykwer and 
actor/co-producer Hanks - team up again 
on a film that should face better commercial 
prospects than their last co-effort, Cloud 
Atlas. Based on Dave Eggers’ 2012 novel 
(a National Book Award finalist), A Hologram 
for the King is a seriocomic movie about lost 
American dreams and its waylaid, middle- 
aged dreamers. It’s two-thirds of a good 
movie, until the third act gets mired in a 
redemptive love story. 

The surreal opening sequence offers grand 
hope for the kind of visual and narrative 
audacity that brought Tykwer to international 
attention with Run Lola Run. Hanks’ Alan 
Clay bounds into view singing the Talking 


Heads’ “Once in a Lifetime” in front of carni- 
valesque sets before strapping into a roller 
coaster. The divorced salesman, who was 
once a great success, can no longer afford 
to pay his daughter’s college tuition, and he 
grabs on to his new assignment - selling 
holographic teleconferencing technology to 
King Abdullah of Saudi Arabia - as though it 
were a life preserver. But that roller coaster, 
like the ugly cyst that appears on his back, 
are part of the film’s metaphor-heavy land¬ 
scape. Alan is one of the victims of global¬ 
ization and the American recession of the 
last decade, after, ironically, having been one 
of its progenitors. He arrives at the King’s 
Metropolis of Economy and Trade, a tower¬ 
ing edifice in the flat, empty desert that is 
the foothold for a planned megacity to be 
completed by the year 2025. Yet Alan’s team 
of young IT professionals is holed up in a 
nearby tent, and struggling with the lack of 
meals and air conditioning and - egads! - 
iffy wifi. Alan’s attempts to straighten things 
out and act managerial have zero effect: His 
Saudi Arabian assignment quickly becomes 
a salesman’s version of Waiting for Godot as 
he bides time waiting for meetings that never 
occur - nor seem likely to ever occur. Stasis 
becomes its own subject here. 

Hanks is perfect in the central role, draw¬ 
ing on both his dramatic and comic acting 
skills. Yet greater depth might be desirable 
at several junctures in the story. Alan’s rela¬ 
tionship with his daughter (Fairaway) remains 
sketchy except for his guilt about her tuition 
money; an emergent friendship with his 
driver (Black), hints at complexity but retreats 
instead of digging deeper; Alan’s past as 
the salesman who sold Schwinns to China, 
inadvertently paving the way for globaliza¬ 
tion, cries out for more detail; his contact 
with a Danish executive (Knudsen) who pro¬ 
vides him with contraband hooch and easy 
sexual opportunity is never fully explored; 
and his “follow-up” with the female doctor 
(Choudhury) who lances his cyst is straight 
out of Screenplays 101, despite the cultural 
dichotomies that make relations between 
the sexes so complicated for a Westerner 
in Saudi Arabia. Still, these are not grievous 
oversights, but rather things that might peck 
at your brain during the final act’s disappoint¬ 
ing shift in gears. As far as desert mirages 
go, you might as well be salmon fishing in 
the Yemen.

Not so much a sequel to 2012’s Snow 
White and the Huntsman as a sandwich, this 
spin-off begins before the first film’s action, 
then leapfrogs to seven years after it. Snow 
White figures in here in name only - actress 
Kristen Stewart wasn’t invited back to the 
party, I guess - but we do reunite with the 
titular Huntsman (turns out his name is Eric), 
played as before with brawny, cocky cool by 
Chris Hemsworth. Snow White's villainess, 
Ravenna (Theron) returns, too, joined by a 
new character - her sweet little sis, Freya 


(Blunt), who taps into her own evil urges after 
she gets burned by a lover. Now an ice queen 
who’s frigid to love - this movie is nothing if 
not on the nose - Freya heads north, grooms 
an army of children to become an elite fight¬ 
ing force, and schools them in steeling their 
hearts against, well, their hearts: “Do not 
love. It’s a sin, and I’ll not forgive it.” Despite 
Queen Freya’s orders, young huntsman Eric 
and a sharpshooter named Sara (Chastain) 
trade hungry looks that swiftly progress to 
more than just undressing with their eyes; 
their rule-breaking love sets the course 
for the rest of the film. (A note to parents: 
There’s a lot more boning here than you’d 
expect from a fairy tale-sourced story, and 
though the film cuts around the nudie bits, 
you should prepare yourself for a post-movie 
conversation about what consenting adults 
do when their clothes come off.) 

Tagging in for Rupert Sanders, first-time 
director Cedric Nicolas-Troyan was previously 
nominated for an Oscar for his work as visual 
effects supervisor on Snow White and the 
Huntsman, and justifiably so: The effects 
work was outstanding. But it was in service 
of a complete, breath-catching vision of this 
storybook land, each frame thrumming with 
energy, and complemented by an ambitious 
script that didn’t always hit the mark but 
certainly had original ideas. But this follow-up 
is flat, prosaic. The effects don’t have the 
same splendor, or terrifying menace, as the 
original. The second half’s quest plot suf¬ 
fers from one unmemorable set-piece after 
another. The actors are all game, but the 
job’s beneath them - Hemsworth, a pro, and 
a real champ at faking enthusiasm for this 
dud; Theron, still doing camp but this time 
with no tempering complexity or empathy; 
Blunt, stuck playing a frost-bitten Mommie 
Dearest; and the digitally diminished 
“dwarves,” who get the best laughs with their 
bickering but suffer repeated jokes confusing 
dwarves with children - a tin-eared running 
gag from scripters Evan Spiliotopoulos and 
Craig Mazin, considering the already-dubious 
decision (carried over from the first film) to 
not cast actual little people in the roles. 

“Predictable” is maybe a weird complaint 
to throw at a modernized fairy tale, the very 
nature of which is to traffic in well-worn

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Spring Festival 

Last weekend, a couple hundred thousand in the California 
desert witnessed three-fifths of a reunited Guns n’ Roses 
jam with AC/DC’s Angus Young prior to the announcement 
that the former’s frontman would lead the latter group on an 
upcoming tour. Coachella captures the music world’s atten¬ 
tion because it serves as a glorified preview of what’s to 
come at outdoor festivals the rest of the year. Here in Austin, 
where the nuclear summer subdivides our testicular fortitude 
into distinct spring and fall seasons, we’re already enjoying 
the tail end of the former. 

Only last month was Austin the equivalent of Indio, when 
the worldwide entertainment industry 
descended on our city for South by 
Southwest. The March meet-up counts 
as three festivals in one - Music, Film, 
and Interactive - but SXSW co-founder 
and managing director Roland Swenson 
confirms that the lines between those cat¬ 
egories are continually blurring. Will March 
10-19, 2017, find all three conferences 
fully integrated? 

“It’s certainly been growing in that direc¬ 
tion for a number of years, with more and 
more events overlapping all three,” he replied via email. 

“It started when we merged the two trade shows [Film/ 
Interactive and Music] into one show in the middle of the 
event. While we work to keep the three different parts dis¬ 
tinct, SXSW is already merging into one event on its own, 
because many participants have multifaceted interests. 

“But we don’t plan to make a change that drastic all at once, 
certainly not in 2017. However, we are planning some incre¬ 
mental changes that we believe will benefit all our attendees.” 


Season Evolves 

After the two-week refractory period following SXSW, brass 
bands marched through the streets during HonkITX, R&B hit- 
makers visited Urban Music Fest, DJs and jam bands flew in 
for Euphoria Fest (which, two weeks ago, amassed a whop¬ 
ping total attendance of 52,000), Old Settler’s Music Fest 
retrenched its roots, and pipes were passed at the Austin 
Reggae Festival. Next weekend, the sky reverberates at 
Levitation. That’s all in a nine-week span. 

And yet, Austin’s spring festival calendar has lost a page 
in recent years. The window began contracting in 2013 
when late-May punk/metal fest Chaos in Tejas ceased. 

Last year, Austin’s mid-May Latino music 
gathering - ;Pachanga! - also threw in the 
towel. So we cherish these final spring fes¬ 
tivals, even when fun-in-the-sun isn’t part of 
the temptation. 

On Friday night, at a warehouse show fea¬ 
turing heavy pop breakouts Sweet Spirit and 
titanic rock trio the Blind Pets, the only pre¬ 
cipitation was sweat. By the following morn¬ 
ing, gray skies sequestered many indoors, 
but nearby Driftwood beckoned - come hell 
or high water - via OSMF. Despite threats 
of thunderstorms, the Salt Lick Pavilion was near capac¬ 
ity Saturday and rain jackets remained unzipped as a lineup 
unfolded with Austin artists providing considerable highlights. 

The Deer, a young, avant-folk group who are veterans of 
the unofficial late-night stage “Camp Goodtimes,” graduated 
to the OSMF’s main platform where tiny singer Grace Park’s 
giant songs struck a magic chord that compelled hippies, 
hicks, and babies to stand up and dance together. The rain 
was held at bay as singer-songwriter David Ramirez stoked 


a flame of pure emotion and Carolyn Wonderland scorched 
Reverend Gary Davis’ “Samson and Delilah” on lap steel, 
then downpoured in an unsuccessful attempt to extinguish 
Shinyribs, whose frontman Kevin Russell commanded 
the stage like a Southern-fried James Brown. The former 
Gourds singer had the fest so riled up that emcee Roger 
Allen hollered at the hysterical crowd: 

“Shinyribs! The best band in Texas! The best band 
in America!” 

Not to overlook the young talent - including the curious 
parallel of separate, mandolin pickin’, 24-year-old grownup 
child prodigies Sarah Jarosz and Sierra Hull - but the best 
act at OSMF on Saturday was 77-year-old bluegrass legend 
Del McCoury, who spent his headlining set taking requests 
from the audience and nailing them with effortless grace and 
a delighted grin. Once a singer and guitarist for genre godfa¬ 
ther Bill Monroe, McCoury and his leaping tenor stand as a 
living link to the true core of bluegrass. 

Another architect of his respective art form is reggae 
grandfather Bunny Wailer, sole survivor of the original 
Waiters triptych with Bob Marley and Peter Tosh, and my 
reason for not staying attending OSMF on Sunday. Although 
Wailer was scheduled to headline Reggae Fest at Auditorium 
Shores that night, festival organizers issued a morning 
announcement that the event was canceled due to a heavy 
rain forecast. In 2015, headliner Lee “Scratch” Perry was 
crossed off of Saturday night due to a passing rainstorm that 
kept the park closed the following day. 

“Ultimately [the city’s Parks & Recreation Department] 
makes the final call on canceling a show,” explains Reggae 
Fest organizer and SXSW Interactive director Hugh 
Forrest. “2015 was a really tough year on that decision 
because Sunday was clear, sunny, and warm - although there 
was lots of standing water at Auditorium Shores from the 
excessive rain on Saturday night. The severe thunderstorm 
forecast we had this Sunday made the 2016 decision a safe¬ 
ty issue and a lot easier to swallow.” 

Since Reggae Fest’s proceeds benefit the Capital Area 
Food Bank, the park closure seriously impacts fundraising 
for the local nonprofit. 

“We figure that closing down the festival early has cost us 
about $100,000 in a combination of gate receipts, cash, and 
food donations, which translates to about 400,000 meals,” 
says CAFB communications director Paul Gaither. “It’s a big 
deal. Two years in a row is a big hit.” 

Forrest says moving Reggae Fest to the drier summer 
months isn’t being discussed. 

“Weather is always going to be a factor with outdoor 
shows,” he points out. “That said, we have done pretty well 
with April dates. We’ve had three rain-out days in 23 years of 
doing the Austin Reggae Festival.” 

When it seemed as though storms had washed away 
locals’ chances to enjoy reggae royalty, word got out that 
Wailer would be cashing in his rain check at Flamingo 
Cantina, the Sixth Street mainstay owned by Reggae Fest 
booker Angela Tharp. Midnight Sunday, the wizardly 69-year- 
old seemed energized by the packed venue’s joyous vibes, 
closing down the house with an epic set including crucial 
cuts “Blackheart Man” and “Cool Runnings.” Rastaman was 
better than advertised: His voice tender and true, his band 
phenomenal, his storytelling captivating, and his conviction 
as a reggae messenger unrelenting. 

“This is real!” he declared. “We’re going to be seeded by 
this great music tonight.” ■ 
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HALF NOTES 


VULCAN GAS COMPANY has been sold to Kirk and Nick 

Franceschini, owners of fellow Sixth Street businesses Bat Bar and Lux, 
for an undisclosed sum. The 658-capacity club, borrowing a name from 
Austin’s seminal psychedelic venue, opened in early 2014 and has been 
utilized by local promoters for EDM shows. It’s unclear to what extent the 
room will remain a music venue. 


MIDWAY FIELD HOUSE, the alternative sports bar owned by long¬ 
time Emo’s GM Jason Sabala, is undergoing transformation. Last week, 
the East Riverside building closed for construction and its decor and televi¬ 
sions are for sale on Facebook. “Playback” overheard bartenders mention 
that it’ll revert back to live music, but calls for comment haven’t been 
returned. The room formerly housed the Beauty Ballroom and Antone’s.

MUSIC 


A s we walk toward our table in the 
quiet cafe of a Downtown Austin 
hotel, Charles Bradley veers left, 
distracted by a huge forest-green curtain 
glistening in the corner. 

“Oooooh, I love that material! See that 
material right there? I’d make the most beau¬ 
tiful outfit out of that material that you’ve 
ever seen. For tonight I bought a dungaree 
suit, cut it up, and fixed it to my liking.” 

True to his word, the 67-year-old 
Screaming Eagle of Soul soars onto the 
Stubb’s outdoor stage during South by 
Southwest a few hours later clad in black 
denim, cuffs, and a collar bedazzled in sil¬ 
ver sequins, a rhinestone dragon breathing 
across his back. 

“Brothers and sisters, do you feel like 
going way back? To when music was music 
and love was love? With the Extraordinaires 
and Charles Bradley, I’ll take you there.” 

Backed by his sevenpiece band, Bradley 
revisits 2011 debut No Time for Dreaming 
and 2013 follow-up Victim of Love before 
introducing Changes, his latest effort 
released this month on Brooklyn indie-soul 
powerhouse Daptone Records. He plays 
righteous street preacher on “Change for 
the World,” warning that the dark tone of 
our politics could signal the end times. 
“Ain’t It a Sin” guts out roughneck funk, 
while the title track reinvents a Black 
Sabbath ballad as an aching lamentation 
for his late mother. 

“I was there when she drew her last 
breath, and she told me I was gonna travel 
all over this world,” he eulogizes from the 
stage. “Every time I sing this song, it’s the 
love of you in heaven, to the world.” 

The hardscrabble soul man slowly flaps 
his arms up and down like an eagle, belting 
out an agonizing scream from somewhere 
deep within, then drops to his knees bear¬ 
ing the mic stand on his shoulder like Jesus 
carrying the cross. A former handyman and 
short-order cook, Bradley was born to do 
exactly this. 

VICTIM OF LOVE 

Austin holds a special place in the 
remarkable rise of the Florida native, and 
Bradley consistently credits Europe and 
Texas for putting him on the map. He was 
one of SXSW’s biggest breakouts in 2011, 
when he literally stained a stage with blood, 
sweat, and tears. 

“Do you remember when I did the splits 
and got that splinter in my leg?” he asks of 
his blistering performance at Cedar Street 
Courtyard five years ago. “Ever since then 
they make me wear knee pads. I don’t do 
that all the time. When the spirit hit me and 
the music got in my soul and was rocking 
me inside, then I’m gonna let it happen.” 

The spirit struck again in 2012 at 
UtopiaFest, where Bradley poured his heart 
out in the midst of a torrential downpour 
some 150 miles southwest of Austin. It’s the 
defining performance of the festival’s eight- 
year run. 

“I remember that,” he delights. “When we 
were coming onstage it had just started rain¬ 
ing. Everybody had these plastics on and 
the grass was already soaked and muddy. 


I couldn’t stand to see everyone sitting out 
there in the rain waiting for me to come 
onstage, so I went out there in the rain. 

“The wind started blowing and when 
I grabbed the microphone it gave me a 
shock! But I said, you know, ‘If you people 
can stand out in the rain and watch me 
sing, I’m gonna come out there with you.’ I 
jumped off the stage and got muddy. 

“We was hugging, we was crying, we 
was laughing. That was one of the best 
memories.” 


Bradley leaves it all onstage, giving a 
piece of himself to the audience every time 
out. Still, somehow, he sounds better than 
ever at full retirement age. That’s part biol¬ 
ogy, part biography. 

Unlike countless other soul survivors, 
there are no vintage 45s bearing his name. 
Lee Fields and Bettye LaVette didn’t peak 
until this century either, but the former 
spent decades grinding on the southern 
soul circuit, while the latter was no stranger 
to the R&B charts. Even late-blooming 


Daptone labelmate Sharon Jones dropped 
her Dap Dippin ’ debut at the relatively ten¬ 
der age of 45. 

Bradley, now 67, didn’t launch his career 
until an age when most have already hung 
it up. 

“I wish it would’ve happened at an ear¬ 
lier age, but it’s not for me to question,” 
he muses. “I tell you what, though. I kept 
my love strong. I kept my love alive. If not, 
I wouldn’t be here sitting, talking to you 
right now.” 


CHANGES 

The long version of Bradley’s incredible 
life story unfolds in Soul of America, an 
extraordinary documentary that premiered 
at SXSW Film in 2012. The abridged version 
- from No Time for Dreaming the previous 
year, “Why Is It So Hard?” - goes something 
like this: 

I was horn in Gainesville, Florida. 

I traveled far and wide. 


The Payback 

Soul survivor Charles Bradley is going through “Changes”

Then I moved to Brooklyn, New York. 

Had hard times, for some time I hold on. 

Why is it so hard to make it in America? 

I try so hard to make it in America. 

Before the world knew Charles Bradley, 
he was a minor celebrity in his borough, 
known for a long-running stage show as a 
James Brown impersonator. A pompadour 
wig rarely left his head. They called him 
James Brown Jr. - Black Velvet. 

“I’ve been doing James Brown ever since 
I was young,” Bradley attests. “I mastered 
that. Everyone in the hood got angry with 
me when I stopped. They said, ‘Charles, you 
can’t let that go, man.’ 

“But to do Charles Bradley, especially 
‘Heartaches and Pain,’ that was hard. And 
now this new one, ‘Changes,’ oh, my God. 
I get emotional when I sing that song. I’m 
finding out why I like James Brown so 
much, and it’s because I’ve got deep soul in 
me too. I want to bring it out in my own way 
of thinking and feeling.” 

Dreaming’ s “Heartaches and Pain” 
chronicles the murder of his brother, anoth¬ 
er dark chapter in a lifetime full of setbacks 
and sadness. Asked about the contradic¬ 
tions of America, a sometimes callous place 
that turned its back on Bradley, who suf¬ 
fered the indignities of poverty and home¬ 
lessness yet ultimately lived out an impos¬ 
sible dream, the singer leans in close. 

“Don’t be afraid to speak your mind,” he 
says. “You’re talking to a real downhearted 
person. I want to hear what you have to say. 
No half-talk. Don’t be afraid to talk to me.” 

Bradley knows the harsh reality of what 
it’s like to be broke and black in this country. 

“My life has been very bittersweet, but I 
say ‘God bless America.’ I’ve gone through 
anger and hurt, but it’s the only land that I 
know, so I’ve got to love my country. Ain’t 
nobody perfect on this planet but God. 
America is gonna make its mistakes, but it’s 
time for us to come together and be as one. 

“Yes, I’ve been through hardships in life, 
but I use my hardships and the adversity 
I’ve been through. I turned it into love and 
I gave it to the world. That’s what makes a 
beautiful flower grow.” 

NO TIME FOR DREAMING 

Toward the end of his Stubb’s perfor¬ 
mance, Bradley lays his hand across his 
chest. 

“If I can’t sing from the heart, I ain’t sin- 
gin’ at all,” he testifies. 

He hops offstage, climbs a barri¬ 
er, and walks through the crowd as the 
Extraordinaires groove behind him. One by 
one, he wraps his fans in a warm embrace. 
It’s a ritual the singer performs at the end 
of nearly every show. 

“I love people, man. Bottom line,” he said 
earlier. “Some things in life you have to 
give of yourself to receive. If you just go out 
there and think the world owes you some¬ 
thing, you’re not gonna get it. You’ve got to 
show your love to the world. I believe karma 
do come around. 

“Sometimes it takes a long time - mine 
sure did - but it did finally come around.” ■

MICHAEL FRACASSO 

Here Come the Savages (Blue Door) 

Since 2011’s Saint Monday, Michael Fracasso has 
undergone major life changes. Most notably a divorce. No 
surprise, then, that Here Come the Savages, his ninth stu¬ 
dio effort since arriving in Austin from NYC in 1990, can 
be accurately described as a breakup record. It’s different 
from his previous work where he dug into vivid stories main¬ 
ly from the outside. His songwriting remains impressive, but 
with the addition of some well-chosen and often unexpect¬ 
ed covers, he delves into his feelings of love, loss, and mixed emotions deeper than 
before. He’s never more direct than “You Don’t Love Me,” a moment among many that’s 
achingly dark and pleading. Those sentiments are echoed in the piano ballad title track, 
Fracasso remarkably fragile, not quite steady, perhaps awaiting the lawyer’s arrival. 

Little wonder he becomes a “Blind Man on a Bicycle,” apt description of the unmoored 
feelings one gets at a relationship’s end. Most will latch on to the cover material: a 
haunted reading of the Beach Boys’ “Caroline, No,” a near Beatlesque trip into psyche¬ 
delia on the Young Rascals’ “How Can I Be Sure?,” and at the end of the set, a reas¬ 
suring, bright, and poppy rendition of the Kinks’ “Better Things.” “I know tomorrow we’ll 
find better things,” he shouts, a perfect ending to the harrowing times and displaced 
sensibilities that precede it.

CALLIOPE MUSICALS 

Time Owes You Nothing 

Calliope Musicals sticks out like a sore thumb on the local 
scene. Last month’s Best New Band at the Austin Music 
Awards puts on performances wherein frontwoman Carrie 
Fussell acts as ringmaster amidst the homegrown sextet’s 
circus theatrics of DayGlo costumes and paisley pop garb. 

Studio debut Time Owes You Nothing follows their self- 
described “psychedelic party folk” as the arrangement of 13 
tracks blend kaleidoscopic flourishes with rootsy sincerity in 
songs like Stoner excursion “Tiny White Moths” and harmo¬ 
nized acoustic jangle “Letters.” Ditching throwback prog-rock opuses for succinct song¬ 
writing, “Velveteen” nevertheless transforms from plucked vignette to glorious crescendo, 
and “Swim or Sink” recalls Pink Floyd’s celestial “The Great Gig in the Sky.” Even though 
“Happy Sandy Baby” swirls a burst of sinuous guitar, it channels the breezy, pastoral pop 
of Dusty Springfield. Straying from the hodgepodge honeymoon phase of their Clouds 
on Fire EP, the album boasts producer Kevin Augunas of Edward Sharpe & the Magnetic 
Zeros, and proves as confident and cohesive as Calliope Musicals is theatrical.

SOUNDTRACK byGregBeets 


EVERYBODY WANTS SOME 

(Warner Bros.) 

While it won’t go platinum like the 1993 Dazed and Confused soundtrack, 
which even spawned a second volume, the music from Richard Linklater’s 
spiritual successor taps its era’s aural ethos in a similar manner. Easy to 
imagine most tracks showing up on a vintage 1980 request hour. More spe¬ 
cifically, the Everybody Wants Some film soundtrack opens an uncanny window into the waning days 
of KILT, Houston’s onetime Top 40 AM powerhouse. It’s worth noting the Big 610’s nighttime signal 
extended nearly 100 miles north to Linklater’s college setting in Huntsville. At that point, future 
classic rock warhorses still saddled up next to pop and R&B on the airwaves. The only thing miss¬ 
ing here is Urban Cowboy fodder from the likes of Kenny Rogers and Anne Murray, which was ines¬ 
capable in Texas. Opening salvo “My Sharona” has been anthologized to death, but the Knack’s 
viral paean to brosome horndoggery remained ubiquitous in 1980 (the Chipmunks even covered 
it). Lesser-knowns like Jermaine Jackson’s “Let’s Get Serious” and Steve Forbert’s “Romeo’s 
Tune” were actually big hits in their time, and although Van Halen’s titular mating call leans AOR, 
it could’ve spun between M’s massive “Pop Muzik” and the Sugarhill Gang’s genre-announcing 
“Rapper’s Delight.” The one left-field entry is Stiff Little Fingers’ “Alternative Ulster,” a Belfast-bred 
punk blast too strident for U.S. commercial radio, then or now. Inexplicably, Cheap Trick’s Budokan 
version of “I Want You to Want Me” appears minus Robin Zander’s spoken intro. Despite that party 
foul, the Everybody Wants Some compendium spins off a summery mixtape. ★★★

Firmest command 
of traditional Texas

scene? On fourth 
LP Just the Way I Am, Dave Insley makes an 
airtight case for himself. Don’t be distracted 
by the genre luminaries making appearances: 
Redd Volkaert, Dale Watson, and Kelly Willis, 
among others. Begin at Insley’s rich, round 
croon that can encompass anything from 
Ernest Tubb’s bark to Willie Nelson’s reedi¬ 
ness, with the clear, precise diction of Hank 
Thompson. He wraps that voice around a 
variety of flavors, from 100-proof honky-tonk 
(horn-kissed opener “Drinkin’ Wine and Staring 
at the Phone,” and Willis duet “Win-Win- 
Situation for Losers”), swamp pop (“Please 
Believe Me”), and plenty of two-steps and 
shuffles (“I Don’t Know How This Story Ends,” 
“Call Me If You Ever Change Your Mind”). With 
“Arizona Territory, 1904,” Insley even takes on 
Marty Robbins’ gunfighter ballads, rewriting 
“Big Iron” from the villain’s viewpoint. Dave 
Insley’s equipped for the job. (CD release: 
Sat., April 23, at the White Horse)

Tossing Pebbles 
on the Sleeping 
Beast (Self 
Sabotage 
Records) 

Decidedly uneasy listening that’s sweet 
on the ears, Tossing Pebbles on the Sleeping 
Beast indulges in homespun experimentation. 
Ex-Bad Liver fiddler and autodidact folklorist 
Ralph White teams up with Swans percussive 
force Thor Harris to jam on and around a brace 
of compositions by the former, the results 
built to thrill while also withstanding the most 
stringent efforts at description. Weirdgrass? 
There’s an unequivocal pulse of bluegrass, 
with White’s clawhammer banjo and high 
mountain vocals centering the tracks, which 
are then embellished with his and Harris’ non- 
traditional instrumental colorizations. African- 
Americana? Plenty of the former is offered via 
kalimba and djembe. Yet to hear White take 
a topical turn on the opening “Misinformation 
Shuffle” (complete with Alex Jones sample), or 
languish aloud across “Lay Me Low,” and then 
wordlessly invent new worlds with Harris on 
“The Incredible Grace of Renate” is evidence 
of some sort of divine order.

The Paisley Underground comes home to 
roost on the first full-length from Surly Gates. 
Like that long-gone Cali conclave, Lay Low 
spotlights squarely on the songs, letting acid-

Fronting 
traditional rock 
tropes and creamy 
harmonies, “Wicked

LP Bodacious, the 
Beaumont trio employs serious musicianship 
to expand far beyond the punk/pop of its 
debut (409). Guitarist Taylor Busby and new 
bassist Joe Cannariato know their way around 
a fretboard, but girly-voiced drummer Hanna 
Brewer treats every rhythm as if it’s her bitch, 
and together the group tames any variety 
of styles. “She Know Me” courts alt.soul, 
“Money” goes from itchy funk to full-on dub, 
and the subversively creepy “Pretty Mouth” 
rides a reggae groove. Then “Geniva” and 
“Feel the Low” stomp back to Purple’s louder 
comfort zone. Bodacious indicates growing up 
in Beaumont gives would-be musicians little 
to do but get really good.

An impas¬ 
sioned 12-track trek combining instrumental 
precision with ebullient frustration, Seams of 
Value tackles both the existential and politi¬ 
cal, lyrics waxing philosophical, particularly on 
its most dynamic cuts, “Pastures” and “Feed 
Them Common Sense.” Wade Allen’s off-kilter 
riffs anxiously punctuate and drive through 
existential crises, the wreckage from trains of 
thought derailing.

Thao & the Get Down 
Stay Down 

MOHAWK, SATURDAY 23 

Baptist-kissed Shreveport, La., rockers the Seratones open 


Thao Nguyen made A Man Alive for herself. 
Latest LP from the Bay Area-based Thao & 
the Get Down Stay Down, it’s a leap from 
2013’s We the Common , shifting from the 
subject of activism to the bandleader’s inter¬ 
nal turmoil over her absentee father. Writing 
the album became an inadvertent 
cleansing process for Nguyen, who 
never intended to focus on the dark, 
personal struggle. 

“It was incredibly intense, and 
emotionally and psychologically con¬ 
suming to write these songs, but at the 
same time also the most freeing and liber¬ 
ating thing I’ve done,” says Nguyen. “I didn’t 
do it for that kind of catharsis. I did it 
because I needed to. It was time to look at 
things in a more honest way, and that pro¬ 
cess is really gratifying - to just accept 
things the way they are. 

“There was no intention with this record 
that it would fix anything, and it hasn’t, and I 
don’t believe it will.” 


Despite Nguyen’s surprise at her intimate 
lyrics, which revolve around her tumultuous 
and then total lack of relationship with her 
father, the departure in sound was a clear 
intention: Nguyen’s priority was to make an 
album for fans to dance to. Sonically, A Man 
Alive leaves the band’s folksy roots in 
the dust, shifting to a cut-and-paste 
collage of funk, idiosyncratic beats, 
intensive drum lines, and even occa¬ 
sional rapping from Nguyen. 

Merrill Garbus, driver of electronic 
folk jumble Tune-Yards and close friend 
to Nguyen, is partially to thank, having pro¬ 
duced and infused A Man Alive with a jolt of 
adventurous energy that resulted in the most 
honest record she’s ever made. 

“In a way, it’s the truest,” she affirms. “It’s 
embodying the elements that I’ve loved the 
most from music and writing. It took us a 
while to zero in on it, but we’ve done the 
most effective job in capturing what I’ve 
wanted to hear from us.” - Libby Webster

TAURUS (April 20-May 20): The ancient Greek geographer Pausanias told a story about how the 
famous poet Pindar got his start. One summer day, young Pindar decided to walk from his home in 
Thebes to a city 20 miles away. During his trek, he got tired and lay down to take a nap by the side of 
the road. As he slept, bees swarmed around him and coated his lips with wax. He didn’t wake up until 
one of the bees stung him. For anyone else, this might have been a bother. But Pindar took it as an 
omen that he should become a lyric poet, a composer of honeyed verses. And that’s exactly what he 
did in the ensuing years.
